Ar last the world is in possession of that 
complete life of Shelley, sanctioned by his 
family and embodying their hitherto care- 
fully reserved materials, which has often 
been asked for, and sometimes demanded 
with a certain degree of impatience. It is 
fully sixty-four years since Shelley died, 
and no one can say that the publication 
comes too soon. By the Shelley family, 
the Esdaile family (Shelley’s grandchildren 
through his first daughter Ianthe), Mr. 
Forman, Mr. Slack (in respect of the curious 
and important Hitchener correspondence), 
and others, Prof. Dowden has been furnished 
with matter hitherto unknown or imperfectly 
known; and he has made good use of it. 
He writes in the spirit which befits a bio- 
grapher of Shelley. He believes in Shelley’s 
poetry and his genius; discerns that his 
character was in some respects singularly 
beautiful, and his opinions ardent and 
sincere, if extreme; is willing to believe 
inhis general goodness if he can find ade- 
quate grounds for doing so; and scrutinizes 
the evidence in the hope of finding such 
grounds, but with a reluctant willingness 
to give judgment against him on particular 
points if that proves to be the only course 
consistent with the evidence. He dwells 
m nothing invidiously, but adversely on 
various things. It may be doubted, how- 
ever, whether Prof. Dowden feels with quite 
sufficient force two fundamental principles 
which perpetually challenge consideration 
in the career of Shelley, and which, if 
admitted at their full, go far towards vin- 
dicating his general course of action, though 
assuredly not every several item of it. 
l, Opinion is absolutely free ; for an opinion, 
amply as such, no man ought to be ar- 
maigned at the bar of his fellow men. 2. The 
man who, entertaining an opinion, reso- 
lately and constantly acts upon it, to his own 
Personal detriment on occasion, may be, and 
often is, exceedingly inconvenient, and one- 
sided in an objectionable or condemnable 
degree; but by thus acting he has given 
the one highest proof of the sincerity of 
his opinion and of its value to himself, 
and, if valuable to himself, the opinion, 
‘specially when resulting in action, is likely 
‘have some core of value to other people 





as well. Martyrs and heroes are made like 
this, and indeed a martyr can hardly be 
made otherwise ; before he goes to his stake 
or his dungeon he is certain to have outraged 
the dominant public opinion of his time and 
country, and in most cases he has infringed 
and defied the written law to boot. We 
shall say no more of this aspect of the ques- 
tion—so essential to a right understanding 
of what Shelley was and did—as columns 
would be needed for pursuing the subject 
to its requisite development. 

The first thing which a student of 
Shelley’s life naturally turns to is the poet’s 
separation from his first wife, almost coin- 
cident as this was with his elopement with 
Mary Godwin. On this crux of Shelleyan 
biography the — book throws more light 
than we had before, but still it does not 
throw light enough; there is yet room—and 
beacatite therefore, there always will be 
room—for considerable difference of view. 
The facts already known may be briefly 
summed up: That early in 1814, or, in- 
deed, some while before the close of 1813, 
Shelley and Harriet had ceased to live 
together in harmony; that this discord 
existed before Shelley became at all attached 
to Mary, which may have been early in 
June, 1814, or at earliest in May; and that 
Shelley and Harriet met and discussed 
matters, of course with great divergence of 
view and feelings, before the elopement 
with mary, which took place on July 28th, 
1814. The new matter bearing on the 
question is mainly as follows. In May 
Shelley addressed some verses to Harriet, 
which are given by Prof. Dowden, and 
justify his comment, ‘It is evident that in 
May, 1814, Harriet had assumed an attitude 
of hard alienation towards her husband, who 
pleaded with almost despairing hope for the 
restoration of her love.” Harriet afterwards, 
leaving Shelley in London (or possibly 
escorted by him), went to Bath; she was 
there at the beginning of July. Shelley 
wrote frequently to Harriet in Bath. The 
only point which alarmed her was that once 
four days (up to July 7th) elapsed without 
her hearing from him, and she then wrote 
to the bookseller Mr. Hookham to inguire, 
and on the 14th she returned, at her hus- 
band’s own suggestion, to London. Shelley 
at this time believed (or, to put it in the most 
sceptical form, he professed to believe) that 
Harriet was in love with an Irish gentleman, 
Mr. (or Major) Ryan, whom they had both 
known with some intimacy in the summer 
of 1813, and of whom a trace reappears 
in the winter of 1815; she was pregnant in 
1814 for the second time, and Shelley charged 
the paternity upon Ryan. Weare told that 
at a later date Shelley totally dismissed the 
idea that the child (Charles, born at the end 
of November, 1814) was really Ryan’s; but 
he still, and to the end of his life, entertained 
the opinion that Harriet had been false to 
him before he quitted her. The most sin- 
gular piece of evidence appears in a letter 
addressed by Godwin on May 12th, 1817, to 
his old friend Mr. Baxter. ‘The late Mrs. 
Shelley,” he wrote, ‘‘ has turned out to have 
been a woman of great levity. I know from 
unquestionable authority, wholly uncon- 
nected with Shelley (though I cannot with 
propriety be quoted for this), that she had 
ae herself unfaithful to her husband 

efore their separation.” This, it will be 





observed, is absolutely vague to a reader of 
the present day; but still, Godwin being the 
writer, it is impossible to suppose that he 
wrote without some apparently strong ground 
to go upon. Godwin had at a rather earlier 
date, January, 1817, stated the same thing 
to Shelley himself; and Shelley, writing 
again about it to Mary, said that the date of 
Harriet’s misconduct, thus fixed, had been 
four months before the elopement with 
Mary, or late in March, 1814. Before the 
elopement Shelley had given orders for a 
settlement for Harriet’s behoof; and our 
author considers it certain that he went 
abroad with Mary under the conviction that 
Harriet was willing to relieve both herself 
and him from the marriage tie. In the 
course of the subsequent Chancery proceed- 
ings regarding the children, Shelley alleged 
separation by mutual consent, but denied 
(and he was clearly justified in denying) 
desertion. Such are the principal facts now 
brought out. Our readers will form their 
own opinion of them; for our part we can 
only say that, while we regard Harriet’s 
unfaithfulness as still in the highest degree 
disputable, we cannot dismiss as merely 
frivolous the allegations now for the first 
time made public. Prof. Dowden, with 
laudable discretion and good feeling, de- 
clines to pronounce an opinion. 

Next to the Harriet problem comes, per- 
haps—in curiosity, if not in importance—the 
Tanyrallt problem; the question whether 
there was any and what amount of truth in 
the assertion of Shelley, confirmed by Harriet 
and by Miss Westbrook, that a murderous 
assault had been committed upon him at 
Tanyrallt, in Carnarvonshire, in February, 
1813. Prof. Dowden, like some other 
cautious investigators, remains in doubt. 
He refuses to believe that the tale was 
a mere device of Shelley’s for the pur- 
pose of decamping from Tanyrallt with- 
out paying his bills; and he thinks it pos- 
sible that Shelley, in pointing to a cer- 
tain Mr. Leeson as privy to the affair, may 
have been on the right track. It is estab- 
lished by evidence published some years ago 
that Shelley had shortly before been under 
Government surveillance: perchance Leeson 
may have assumed some of the functions of 
a spy, and may have had a meaner myrmi- 
don who, for one reason or another, figured 
with pistol and sword. One odd detail of the 
affair is now at last elucidated. The 
on the lawn had been much trampled and 
rolled upon, but there were no footsteps on 
the wet ground except between the trampled 
spot and the window of the house. This 

oint was cleared up by an old lady (Mrs. 
illiams) living in the neighbourhood, who 
wrote in 1860. She shows that Shelley had 
seen on the lawn a ghost or “the devil” 
leaning against a tree, and had had a tussle 
with him, and had even ‘set fire to the 
wood to burn the apparition.” She adds, 
with piquant simplicity, ‘‘ You may suppose 
it was not all right with him.” This matter 
of the ghost may suffice to convince us that 
Shelley was labouring under a positive and 
violent delusion ; and that, if the main inci- 
dent of the murderous assailant was not a 
reality, that likewise was a delusion, and 
not a voluntary fiction—or, to speak plainly, 
a wilful, senseless, and atrocious lie. 

We can permit ourselves only a few 

general remarks upon Shelley’s character 
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as brought out in these volumes, and upon 
Prof. Dowden’s performance as a biographer. 
After that we may best serve our readers’ 
interest by referring briefly to some of the 
new points indicated. As regards Shelley’s 
character, the book, while it does not 
materially alter the estimate of him which 
admirers and opponents have formed from 
their respective points of view, tends to raise 
rather than depress him, and this without 
special pleading or any sort of lack of can- 
dour—for we find no traces of either—on 
the author’s part. The qualities of decision, 
promptness of resource and action, gene- 
rosity, self-forgetful interest in others, 
general kindliness and courtesy, come out 
with increased force; and in particular it 
must be admitted after reading this work 
that Shelley had a very ample faculty 
for treating the business of life in a 
business-like way — he is constantly seen 
negotiating, transacting, advising, control- 
ling—with quiet, resolute superiority, good 
sense, and often more than ordinary acu- 
men. The copious extracts which are given 
from the diaries of Shelley, of the second 
Mrs. Shelley, and of Miss Clairmont, and 
from the letters of these and other persons, 
indicate a solid basis of affection and per- 
sonal sweetness in the family relations; and, 
though it remains certain that Shelley and 
Mary were not always at one in feeling and 
tone of character, it is difficult to suppose 
that the divergences between them led to 
any grave unhappiness or conflict, notwith- 
standing the letter of the poet to Mr. Gis- 
borne, dated June 18th, 1822 (only two days 
later than Mary’s dangerous miscarriage), 
which had been previously published, and 
is here requoted. Shelley’s likes and dis- 
likes of one and the same person were (as 
Prof. Dowden points out) extremely fitful, 
and found sometimes exaggerated and offen- 
sive expression; this constitutes a serious 
indiscretion, and even a fault in his cha- 
racter. On the other hand, his mere eccen- 
tricities, whims, and absurdities, though 
not at all ignored in these volumes, count 
for less than they do in some other narra- 
tives; they take their proper and subordinate 
place in the full portraiture here presented. 

As concerns Prof. Dowden’s work as a 
biographer, we may add to what we have 
already said at the opening of this article, 
that his essential, though sympathetic 
moderation of tone is matched by his equa- 
bility of language; he avoids controversy 
as far as possible, and is never over- 
heated. On occasion he exhibits an inci- 
dent or describes a scene with effect; but 
he does not strive to be incisive, or to 
stimulate the reader to strong and one- 
sided conclusions. The book is readable 
rather than powerful or pictorial. The 
amount of matter needing to be displayed 
and condensed was, in fact, somewhat in ex- 
cess of the scale of treatment ; and we cannot 
but regret that our author comes to the end 
of his book without ever finding space to 
give a general estimate and summary either 
of Shelley’s character and course of action 
or of his standing as poet and thinker. 
These matters are naturally taken up here 
and there during the narrative (not with 
any marked novelty of estimate), and we 
need be under no mistake as to the bio- 
grapher’s views respecting them; but a 
c>rtain sense of an opportunity missed may 





beset some readers as they close the second 
volume. 

We now proceed to mention a few of the 
many new points which Prof. Dowden has 
been able to present for the instruction of 
Shelley students. 

He points out—doubtless with truth—that 
Mrs. Shelley’s novel of ‘ Lodore,’ published 
in 1835, contains a number of details bear- 
ing upon Shelley’s career, especially the 
poverty which he and she endured in London 
towards the close of 1814. The facts of the 
Chancery proceedings are presented with a 
precision hitherto unattained. Shelley, it 
seems, had left with Harriet the two chil- 
dren of their marriage, at her urgent request, 
although he would himself have preferred 
to keep them. Harriet, some while before 
her suicide, had placed the children with a 
schoolmaster in Warwick, the Rev. Mr. 
Kendall—the same person who was pro- 
posed to the Chancery Court by Mr. and 
Miss Westbrook as the children’s guardian 
when Shelley claimed them as his own. 
This proposal was set aside by Lord Eldon, 
who did not assign the custody of the chil- 
dren in any sense to the Westbrooks, and 
ratified Shelley’s final suggestion of Dr. and 
Mrs. Hume as the guardians; and Shelley, 
by Lord Eldon’s decree of July 25th, 1818, 
was allowed to see the children twelve times 
a year in the presence of the Humes—an 
arrangement which came to nothing, owing 
to his having already departed to Italy. As 
to the intrigue between Byron and Miss 
Clairmont, and the evidence which was 
said to be forthcoming in disproof of Mr. 
Jeaffreson’s allegation that the Shelleys 
must have been privy to it before they left 
England in 1816 with Miss Clairmont and 
joined Byron near Geneva, it is now shown 
that Miss Clairmont had written a letter to 
Byron, probably soon before his abandoning 
England, to say that Mary knew nothing of 
their intimacy; and she afterwards instructed 
Byron to address her under a feigned name 
if he had to communicate with her through 
the Geneva poste restante. In other respects 
the matter remains no less open then before 
to difference of opinion. The preface to 
‘Frankenstein’ is the writing of Shelley, 
not of his wife. The suicide of Fanny 
Godwin (daughter of Mary Wollstonecraft 
and Mr. Imlay), who, according to Godwin 
and his wife, was desperately in love with 
Shelley, is elucidated at some length. Prof. 
Dowden finds no evidence to support the 
allegation of the Godwins, and he proves 
from Fanny’s letters that she had for some 
time before her end sunk into a state of 
morbid depression and disgust of life, deem- 
ing herself useless and burdensome, which 
may, perhaps, be held a sufficient motive 
for the final act. She is said to have been 
a plain, but very sweet and interesting girl, 
and Shelley bitterly deplored her loss. 
After returning from Switzerland in 1816, 
Shelley sought in November for Harriet, but 
failed to obtain any trace of her. She was 
living in Brompton up to November 9th, 
when she disappeared. Her body remained 
in the Serpentine undiscovered until De- 
cember 10th, and the precise date of her 
suicide is conjectural; at the inquest her 
name appeared as “ Harriet Smith,” and 
the verdict was ‘‘ Found drowned.” The 
details heretofore given about the alterations 
made in the poem of ‘Laon and Cythna,’ 





so as to bring it into its present form ‘Th 
Revolt of Islam,’ are not correct, the fac 
being that Shelley, although indignant) 
opposed to the total suppression of ‘Tee 
and Cythna,’ acquiesced at once in the pyb. 
lisher’s proposal that a certain number oj 
passages should be changed, and carried thy 
changes into effect with alacrity. 

A mysterious affair at Naples is now fy, 
the first time brought to light. Some of oy 
readers will remember that Shelley alleged 
thai a married lady of fashion had, just befor, 
he went to Switzerland in 1816, proposed to 
join her lot with his; he necessarily declingj 
the proffer, but he saw her again in Naples 
in 1818-19, and there she died about the 
same time. It is now established that “, 
little girl in whom Shelley was deeply jn. 
terested, and who was to some extent 
placed under his charge or wardship,” died 
in Naples in the summer of 1820; and the 
question is reopened whether possibly the 
lady of fashion (long classed as a Shelleyay 
myth by the biographers, if we exclude 
Medwin, and to some extent Mr. Rossetti) 
may not, after all, have been a creature of 
flesh and blood, and whether this girl may 
not have been her daughter, left by the 
dying mother under the poet’s protection. 
The girl was mixed up somehow with the 
imputations made upon Shelley’s conduc 
while in Naples. We knew already about 
the Swiss nurse Elise and her husband 
Paolo Foggi, and the allegation made 
by them in 1821 that Shelley had had 
in Naples a child by Miss Clairmont, and 
had consigned it to a foundling hospital. 
It is now shown by Prof. Dowden that at 
an earlier date, towards August, 1820, 
Foggi (who appears to have been a con- 
summate rascal) had threatened to accuse 
Shelley of some crime in connexion with 
this Neapolitan girl unless he were bought 
off ; but Shelley at once went to a lawyer, 
and Foggi’s conspiracy collapsed. Our 
author refers to the matter (so much debated 
of late years) that among the papers left 
behind by Byron at his death was found 
that letter from Mary Shelley which she 
had written to Mrs. Hoppner in indignant 
repudiation of the Elise- Paolo calumny 
against her husband, and which Byron had 
pledged himself to send on to Mrs. Hoppner. 
Prof. Dowden, like some of his predeces- 
sors, considersthat Byron failed disgracefully 
to fulfil his promise. It does not seem to 
occur to any of the disputants that Byron 
may possibly have forwarded the letter to 
Mrs. Hoppner, and have received it back 
from her, or may have forwarded a copy of 
the letter, which Mrs. Shelley herself had 
wished to be copied out. Prof. Dowden 
discusses the circumstances connected with 
Shelley’s death ; he gives fair weight to the 
statements which tend to show that the boat 
wasrun down with a murderous or felonious 
intent; but on the whole he inclines to the 
theory of an accidental collision. In at 
appendix one article exhibits the celebrated 
medizeval soldier of fortune, Sir John Hawk- 
wood, as among the remoter ancestors of the 
poet ; another, of uncommon interest, relates 
the allegations made by Mrs. Godwit, 
mostly to the disadvantage of Shelley, and 
demonstrates that many of them are utterly, 
and can only have been wilfully, false. 

These volumes appear to be practically 
free from definite error or misstatement 
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{wo slight points may bear noting. Prof. 
Dowden considers that Hogg indulged in 
“fantastic exaggeration” in saying that 
Shelley ‘‘never was inclined to go to bed,” 
kc, Hogg’s view, however, was corro- 
porated by Trelawny, who affirmed that 
the poet, when Trelawny knew him, made 
ita very ordinary practice not to go to bed 
at all, but simply to pass the night on a 
sofa. The birth of Trelawny is dated “in 
November, 1793.” For this statement, be 
it accurate or otherwise, no authority is 
named; Trelawny himself used to say that 
he was born in the same year as Shelley, 
1792 (November), being thus about three 
months the poet’s junior. 

Prof. Dowden inserts in his pages several 
poems by Shelley hitherto unknown ; they 
ere of unequal merit, but all superior to his 
mere juveniiia, and some of them so far worthy 
of the great poet as to make the reader 
eager to see, for better or worse, the entire 
series published. The poems form a MS. 
yolume of which the following is an abridged 
account :— 

“Hitherto Shelley has been represented as 
ta poet, for the interval between ‘St. Irvyne’ or 
she ‘ Posthumous Fragments of Margaret Nichol- 
on’and ‘Queen Mab,’ by some of the crudest 
and feeblest of his verses, or by mere fragments 
which give some incomplete evidence that he 
was capable of producing better things. No 
poem written before ‘ Alastor’ can be expected 
toadd to Shelley’s poetical glory, but it is well 
that his years of nonage should be rightly con- 
ceived as a period of gradually expanding powers, 
and of progressive education in his art. Happily 
his manuscript book containing the pieces in- 
tended for publication in the spring of 1813 is in 
existence, and the history of Shelley’s imagina- 
tion from the days at Oxford to the days at Tre- 
madoc is no longer ablank. With the exception 
of five short pieces subsequently added by 
Harriet, the poems are in Shelley’s handwriting ; 
up to the point where the collection designed for 
publication by Hookham closes, the lines were 
counted by Shelley (not without a characteristic 
error in reckoning), and the total number, as 
given by him (2822) agrees closely with the 
estimate furnished to Hookham in his letter of 
January 26,1813. Of the shorter poems several 
may be described as occasional, and with some 
of these the reader of this biography has already 
made acquaintance. Several are direct inspira- 
tions—never transcripts—from external nature, 
and seek to render into words some of the emo- 
tion caused by its beauty, or wonder, or terror. 
Now it is an exquisite spring day, with influence 
felt in the nerves and in the blocd asa keen yet 
universal thrill of desire and delight ; now a day 
of late winter, which seems to anticipate the 
vernal rapture, yet is fated to be pursued and 
defeated by tempest and rains. Or Shelley is 
alone amid the desolation of the hills, and would 
fain confront the awful Spirit of the wild, waste 
places......Other poems express the ardour of 
his affection for Harriet, and in these there is 
a spiritual quality not always to be found in 
poetry which tells of the passion of boy and 
girl. She who is dear to him can be dear only 
because she is his purer soul, and the meeting of 
eyes, the touch of lips, are precious because 
these are occasions and emblems of the union of 
two ardent spirits panting together after high 
ends......Two narrative poems of considerable 
length exhibit Shelley at work on material 
which needs a firmer and calmer hand than his 
in early years to fashion it into forms of beauty ; 
yet each contains some well-wrought stanzas. 
‘Henry and Louisa,’ a poem in two parts, with 
the motto ‘She died for love, and he for glory,’ 
8a tale of war, and in passing from the first 
to the second part, the scene changes from 
England to the Egyptian battle-field. Henry, 





borne from his lover’s arms by the insane lust 
of conquest and of glory, is pursued by Louisa, 
who finds him dying on the bloody sands, and, 
like Shakspere’s Juliet, is swift to pursue her 
beloved through the portals of the grave...... 
We may infer that when the sheets of ‘Queen 
Mab’ were going through the press Shelley had 
already abandoned his intention of printing the 
shorter pieces. One of these, and only one, 
appeared subsequently with his sanction—that 
which expresses with subtle power the sense of 
mystery which belongs to man’s life and death, 
and exhorts us to endure the mystery courage- 
ously ; the poem opening with the lines— 

The pale, the cold, and the moony smile 

Which the meteor beam of a stormy night 
Sheds on a lonely and sea-girt isle 
Till the dawning of morn’s undoubted light 

Is the flame of life so fickle and wan 

That flits round our steps till their strength is gone. 
This, with a revised text, formed one of the 
sheaf of poems which accompanied ‘ Alastor’ 
into the world; and Shelley’s good judgment 
appeared in his selection of this from his early 
pieces, for it certainly touches a higher level 
a any other of tiose which preceded ‘ Queen 
Ma’ hg ” 


We add two of the sonnets. The first is 
dated July 31st, 1813 (observe its slightly 
ominous close), the second September, 
1813 :— 

EVENING. TO HARRIET. 
O thou bright Sun! beneath the dark blue line 
Of western distance that sublime descendest, 
And gleaming lovelier as thy beams decline, 
Thy million hues to every vapour lendest, 
And over cobweb lawn and grove and stream 
Sheddest the liquid magic of thy light, 
Till calm Earth, with the parting splendour bright, 
Shows like the vision of a beauteous dream ; 
What gazer now with astronomic eye 
Could coldly count the spots within thy sphere ? 
Such were thy lover, Harriet, could he fly 
The thoughts of all that makes his passion dear, 
And turning senseless from thy warm caress 
Pick flaws in our close-woven happiness. 


TO IANTHE, 
I love thee, Baby ! for thine own sweet sake : 
Those azure eyes, that faintly dimpled cheek, 
Thy tender frame so eloquently weak, 
Love in the sternest heart of hate might wake ; 
But more when o’er thy fitful slumber bending 
Thy mother folds thee to her wakeful heart, 
Whilst love and pity in her glances blending, 
All that thy passive eyes can feel impart : 
More, when some feeble lineaments of her 
Who bore thy weight beneath her spotless bosom, 
As with deep love I read thy face, recur ; 
More dear art thou, O fair and fragile blossom ; 
Dearest when most thy tender traits express 
The image of thy mother’s loveliness, 


Ever since Hogg satirized her, and showed 
how much Shelley came to abhor her, Eliza 
Westbrook has been a figure of mark in the 
Shelleyan gallery of portraits. We may like 
to have some idea of her at an advanced 
period of life. She marrieda Mr. Farthing, 
who, receiving a fortune from a lady named 
Beauchamp, adopted Beauchamp as his sur- 
name. The following brief record comes 
from her grandnephew, the Rev. W. 
Esdaile; and it is added that “‘ her kindness 
to Harriet Shelley’s daughter Ianthe is 
gratefully remembered by Mrs. Esdaile’s 
children ”:— 

‘*T remember her well as a handsome, grand 
old lady, with dark front of hair, piercing dark 
eyes, and witha kind manner to children, but of 
whom we were somewhat afraid. Her carriage, 
old-fashioned large chariot, spot dog, large 
horses, man-servant, lady-companion, formed a 
whole which made a deep impression on my 
childish memory.” 











Persia as It Is: being Sketches of Modern Per- 
sian Life and Character. By OC. J. Wills, 
M.D. (Sampson Low & Co.) 

More than three years ago Dr. Wills 

published a record of his experiences 

during a residence of fifteen years in 
various parts of the Shah’s dominions. 

This book met with a decidedly favourable 

reception, and its characteristic sketches 

and anecdotes rendered it easy and pleasant 
reading. He has now produced a second 
work, which, though smaller in size, retains 
the bright red cover and the arms of Persia 
conspicuous on the first, and is a kind of 
amplification or supplement of its pages. 
It resumes, perhaps more systematically 
than before, the description of Persian life 
and character, and illustrates the manners 
and customs of the people with the same 
appreciative cleverness that ensured the 
success of the author’s début. But his pen 
has not been idle in the interval between 
the publications, and the introductory chap- 
ter of the new volume can hardly fail to 

strike the reader of the two as evincing a 

marked improvement in literary conception 

and expression. 

Compared to his brethren in the East, the 
Persian depicted in books of travel, however 
distinguished by questionable finesse and 
arrant falsity, has always presented a certain 
humorous side to European readers; and 
among those to whom we are indebted for 
his truer portrait in the early part of the 
century more than one has fortunately 

ossessed the intellectual power to popu- 

folie his model in the garb of romance or 
fiction. Morier, the prince of writers on 
Persia, is equally interesting whether his 
hero be real or imaginary; and his quaint 
relation of the Persian ambassador's arrival 
in London in 1809, and the impression pro- 
duced on the illustrious visitor’s mind by 
the lack of Oriental ceremony in our plain 
English ways, is as good of its kind as his 
far-famed narrative of Hajji Baba of Ispa- 
han. Since that period, if Persia herself 
has little changed, a marvellous transforma- 
tion has taken place in the personnel of her 
envoys; and many of those who are now 
accredited to England and the larger con- 
tinental states are as familiar with Western 
habits and as polished as the average 
diplomatists of civilized Europe. It is, 
perhaps, just as well that the result of 
his long observations of Persian life and 
character given by Dr. Wills is not so 
much with reference to this comparatively 
small section of the community as with high 
and low of the genuine, unreformed school ; 
and here he has found a wide field for 
anecdote and illustration. 

That the doctor’s humour is occasionally 
grim may be instanced in the commencement 
of a chapter on “‘ The Magistrate in Persia ” 
(p. 37) :— 

“When the hereditary governor of a great 
city tells you that his grandfather was boiled to 
death and that his own fate may not be different, 
it strikes you that the grandsire probably was, 
and that the grandson is, somehow connected 
with a sugar refinery. But when the gentleman 
proceeds to explain that his ancestor was judici- 
ally boiled to death, and that the only favour he 
could obtain was that the water should be hot 
and not cold when he was plunged into it,a 
thrill of horror tempered with incredulity is apt 
to freeze the listener ; but yet such things are, 
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and will be again, in Persia, The hereditary 
overnor of the town of Shiraz, the capital of 
‘ioe the richest and largest province of modern 
Persia, was the gentleman who had lost his 
grandfather in this way.” 

And again, further on in the same chapter 
(p. 48) :-— 

“As to the administration of justice, it is 
generally (where there is no bribery) adminis- 
tered by the provincial governors upon common- 
sense principles ; and where the case is proven 
and an example is required no time is lost. 
‘What have you to say, you rascal?’ The 
criminal shrugs his shoulders. The governor 
significantly draws his finger across his own 
throat. ‘Take him away,’ he says. In five 
minutes the man is lying dead in the square.” 
The like story has been told, on high 
authority, of a judge in a Turkish court, 
who at the close of a trial answered the 
earnest entreaty of a prisoner—in the act 
of being hurried away—to be informed of 
the nature of his sentence, with the panto- 
mimic gesture just described, accompanied 
by a click of the tongue often practised by 
coffee-house waiters in the Levant to throw 
force into affirmatives, negatives, or expres- 
sions of thorough indifference. 

Some idea of the diversity of subjects 
treated may be obtained from the statement 
that the thirty-five chapters of the book 
contain—in accordance with their titles— 
information about the Shah, the Shah’s eldest 
son, the British Envoy at the Shah’s Court, 
police, law, marriages and married life, 
slaves, medicine, darvishes, art and artists, 
shrines, barbers, cooking, wines, dinner 
parties, politics, prisons, fasts and feasts, 
the drama, bazirs, Jews, opium, horses, 
burials, Christian villages, caravansaras, 
riding-post, Englishmen, and material pro- 
gress. Among the truer and at the same 
time more graphic sketches are those under 
the headings ‘‘In a Barber’s Shop ”’ (chap. 
xv.) and “‘A Persian Dinner Party” (chap. 
xix.). The chapters that we care the least for 
are that (xxiii.) in which the paraphrase from 
the cheap story-book is reproduced from the 
author’s former work, and notably those 
containing the Darvish’s Story (xiii.) and 
the episode of ‘“‘The Dead Man’s Secret” 
(xxxi.). Dr. Wills is far better as a de- 
scriber of what he has seen, or a reporter of 
what he has heard, than as the author of 
imaginary conversations ; and he has not yet 
acquired the faculty of disguising a distinctly 
British intuition in the utterance of Oriental 
idioms and expletives any more than he 
could effectually extinguish an Anglo-Saxon 
physique by donning a Persian hat and 
costume. Surely it is no disparagement to 
an instructive writer of travels to say that 
his own words and opinions are preferred to 
the speech of his borrowed or fictitious cha- 
racters. 

In fine, these bright sketches of Persian 
life form a worthy continuation of the pre- 
ceding volume, and augur a successful career 
in the paths already trodden. But if the 


Oriental scholar is to be won over to accept | 


our author’s productions with unreserved 


approval, Dr. Wills must reconsider the | 


principle he has adopted for the translitera- 
tion of Persian words, alluded to in his 
preface. “It does not pretend,” he says, 
to be classical, but to ‘‘ convey to the ordin- 
ary reader the local pronunciation of the 
colloquial.” Let us take two words only, 
modakel and the common Perso - Indian 


dukkan. If pronounced as written, by the 
uninitiated English reader, the first would 
be simply unintelligible to the native hearer. 
As to the second, if the « were treated as 
the «in the sample word furder, this would 
be unintelligible also. 








In the Wrong Paradise, and other Stories. 
By Andrew Lang. (Kegan Paul, Trench 
& Co.) 


How far, we wonder, is the present genera- 
tion alive to its own privileges? There 
have been cases before now—Dr. Mait- 
land’s ‘Dark Ages’ is one—in which 
learned men inimparting their learning have 
not deemed it inconsistent with the dignity 
of their subject to combine amusement with 
instruction, but in these the amusement 
was, 80 to speak, thrown in; the object of 
the work, whatever it might be, would 
have been equally well attained without it. 
Now, however, we find scholars and stu- 
dents deliberately utilizing the results of 
their special researches as material for tales 
wherewith to divert the reader who seeks 
for diversion only. Here, for example, is 
Mr. Lang—who is steeped in the lore of 
‘primitive man,” Greek, Polynesian, or 
Aztec, who knows how paleolithic men 
lived in their caves, and Phoenicians in 
their high-roofed houses—weaving his know- 
ledge into a series of magazine stories, which 
we hope, but can hardly believe, that the 
average readers of magazines have estimated 
at their proper value. Most of them are 
purely fanciful; but two at least, though 
humorous in form, may claim to be considered 
contributions to the study of problems among 
the most serious that have ever perplexed 
thinkers. There is something beyond mere 
fun in ‘The Wrong Paradise’ (which is 
not the first story in the book) and in ‘The 
Romance of the First Radical.’ Both of 
these may be studied with profit by the 
‘*cocksure,”’ whether in theology or in 
politics. Indeed, the touching history of 
poor ‘‘Why-Why” might be bound up 
with Mill ‘On Liberty’; though the 
author, after his usual fashion, does con- 
clude it with some “ chaff,” which it is to 
be feared Mr. Mill would have deemed a 
trifle flippant. ‘In Castle Perilous’ will 
remind readers of Lewis Carroll’s ‘ Phan- 
| tasmagoria,’ so far, at least, as regards its 
| leading idea. We can confidently recom- 
| mend either to any one who would steel the 
infant mind against the dread of “ bogies.” 
Nobody could be afraid of a spectre who 
apologizes for headless ladies and uncanny 
noises as being merely results of the in- 
ability of ghosts to express themselves in 
a reasonable way, and laments the hard 
fate which imposes on him the duty of having 
| to “‘ work the curse and bring off the pro- 
phecies.” By the way, we presume Mr. 
Lang really knows that ‘‘ Mauth hound ”’ is 
| a locutio prava, and that in the name of 
‘the spectre hound in Man” it is the first 
| word that means “dog.” There is no need 
| to go through the other stories in detail. 
| Every person of taste—a category in which 
our readers are ex vi termini included—will 
| have read them already, if his attention has 
been called to them; and if not, he will do 
so on the first opportunity. 
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The Family of Brocas of Beaurepaire ong 
Roche Court, Hereditary Masters of the 
Royal Buckhounds, with some Account of the 
English Rule in Aquitaine. By Montagy 
Burrows, Chichele Professor of Modern 
History in the University of Oxforg, 
(Longmans & Oo.) 


A Few years ago, as he states in his pre. 
face, the Chichele Professor of Modern Hig. 
tory had the good fortune to recover for the 
present representatives of the Brocas family 
a fifteenth century charter-chest containing 
some six hundred deeds which former} 
belonged to their ancestors, and some of 
which are as early as the time of Henry II], 
Finding these deeds to give many interesting 
details about the lives of the early Brocases, 
and being strongly urged by the antiquaries 
whom he consulted to publish them, he set 
to work to search the public records in order 
to supplement the information they afforded, 
His researches in this direction led him 
to the discovery that, though the earlier 
steps of the Brocas pedigree as recorded 
by the heralds are mythical, and trace the 
family from one of the fictitious com- 
panions of the Conqueror, its real his. 
tory is closely interwoven with many im- 
portant events, and is of special interest as 
throwing light upon one of the obscurest 
portions of our national history, namely, 
that relating to the Plantagenet rule in 
Aquitaine, which lasted for fully three 
centuries, and about which historians haye 
left us too much in the dark. 

Prof. Burrows, from his researches 
amongst the ‘Gascon’ and other rolls, 
assures his readers that the policy of the 
Plantagenets towards their subjects in 
Aquitaine was to make the latter heartily 
well affected to the English rule through 
the strongest ties of affection and self- 
interest, by freely granting to them muni- 
cipal charters for their towns and commercial 
privileges for their traders, and by a just 
and liberal government carried out, as far 
as possible, by native administrators who 
had been educated in England. In the 
author’s opinion the only fault that can be 
found with this policy is that it was not 
tried on a larger scale and was hampered 
by our constant wars with France. Never- 
theless, it obtained a considerable measure 
of success, and even in the present century 
traditions favourable to English rule caused 
many districts in the south of France to 
show much friendliness to the British 
troops when Lord Wellington was vic- 
toriously pursuing Marshal Soult in the 
winter of 1813-14. 

Amongst the Gascons who were thoroughly 
well affected to the English rule were the 
De Brocases of Sault and St. Sever. The 
‘Gascon’ Rolls show that they suffered so 
severely through their allegiance to the 
earlier Plantagenets that they were ‘dis- 
inherited and ruined,” and that Edward I. 
was indebted to them in the sum—enormous 
in those days—of 1,3487. They seem never 
to have received payment of this debt, but 
their loyalty and misfortunes touched the 
heart of Edward II., and on the 24th of 
May, 1315, he issued the mandate of which 
the following is a translation :— 

“ Whereas Arnald de Brokays was lately slain 
in our service in the parts of Scotland, leaving 
several children, for whom the necessaries of life 
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have not yet been provided, We, piously com- 
ionating their estate, and willing to do them 
pecial favour in this matter, have granted them 
the office of the registrarship of our Court of 
the Judge Ordinary of Agen, on both sides 
of the Garonne, to hold at our pleasure in aid 
of their sustenance, so that their relatives and 
friends may appoint a fit and sufficient person 
to execute the said office.” 


Amald de Brocas left three sons, all of 
whom held high offices of trust under Ed- 
ward III., and the eldest of them was 
already in the service of Edward II. when 
his father was slain in Scotland. 

Of the immediate descendants of Arnald 
de Brocas we are told :— 


“Under two kings, and those by no means 
the least interesting of the great English series, 
Edward III. and Richard II.—to some extent 
also under Edward II.—some ten of these men, 
in three successive generations, were favoured 
courtiers and highly trusted servants. They 
were intimately associated with every transac- 
tion of that romantic time, and divided amongst 
them the offices of Master of the Horse, Chief 
Forester of Windsor, Warden of King’s castles, 
guls, and parks, Captain of Calais, Constable of 
Aquitaine, Controller of Bordeaux, Ambassador, 
Chamberlain to the Queen, Carver to the Queen, 
Chamberlain of the Exchequer, King’s Clerk of 
the Works, Masters of the Royal Buckhounds, 
and more besides. At the period when English 
chivalry was at its proudest height, three at 
least of the family were knights at the same 
time, one of whom is said by a French chro- 
nicler, confirmed by other indications, to have 
been a chief comrade and favourite of the Black 
Prince. They are found at Crecy, at the Siege 
of Calais, at Poitiers, and at Najara. One, if 
not two of them, met death in defence of the 
English shores, dying for their English lords as 
their ancestor, Arnald de Brocas [who] fell in 
partibus Scotie—probably [at] Bannockburn.” 


John de Brocas, Arnald’s eldest son, was 
employed in the king’s household as early 
as 1314. Amongst other offices of dignity and 
emolument that fell to his charge later on 
was that of Master of the Horse, and we 
read that ‘‘there are sufficient entries in 
the Record Office under the De Brocas name 
to almost supply a history of Edward III.’s 
abundant equestrian establishments.” In 
1330 John de Brocas took some part in the 
purchase for the king of three chargers of 
great value, ‘‘ one called Pomers, of a grey 
colour with a black head, price 120/.; another 
called Lebryt, dappled, with grey spots, 
price 70/.; and the third called Bayard, of a 
bright brown-bay, with the two hind feet 
white, price 50/.”” After the Peace of Bre- 
tigni in 1360 Sir John de Brocas (he was 
knighted in 1340), now Master of the Horse, 
was appointed a commissioner to sell off all 
the royal studs on this side Trent, and to 
hand over the proceeds of the sale to William 
of Wykeham, ‘Surveyor of the King’s 
Works in Windsor Castle.” 

The Master of the Horse lived near Wind- 
sor, where he commenced purchasing real 
estate as early as 1321, and it is his name 
that is perpetuated in the Eton “ Brocas.” 
He and his son Sir Bernard served in the 
French wars in 1346 and 1355. They were 
present at the siege of Calais, and were, 
very probably, also present at the battles of 

recy and Poitiers. In the earlier of these 
campaigns the pay of the Black Prince was 
20s. a day, “of a duke 13s. 4d., an earl 
6s. 8d., a baron 4s., a knight 2s., [an esquire 
ls.], an archer 3d., and a ‘ Welshman’ 24¢.,” 








but it is noteworthy that after the battle of 
Poitiers the pay of an archer was double. 

Sir John de Brocas died in 1365, and was 
succeeded in his estates by Sir Bernard (his 
eldest surviving son), who from boyhood had 
been an intimate friend of the Black Prince, 
and of whom a romantic story is told by an 
anonymous chronicler. The tale, which is 
charmingly told in quaint old French, but is 
too long for quotation, is to the effect that 
(in 1361) Sir Bernard Brocas, being desirous 
to marry Lady Joan Plantagenet, ‘‘ the Fair 
Maid of Kent,” persuaded the Black Prince 
to plead his suit to the lady. The latter, 
however, professed such passionate love for 
the intermediary that the Prince determined 
to marry her himself. 

‘* Edouart le Royd’ Angleterre fut moult marry 
et dolent; et voult quelle fust mise a mort. 
Car moult plus hautement se fust [peust ?] le 
Prince marié, et n’avoit empereur roy ne prince 
soubs le ciel, que n’eust eu grant joye se le 
Prince de Galles se fust mist en son lignage.” 
Very shortly afterwards, and perhaps 
through the intervention of the Prince of 
Wales, Sir Bernard Brocas married a rich 
heiress and was appointed Constable of 
Aquitaine. In 1366 he was granted the 
hereditary Mastership of the Buckhounds, 
and until his death in 1395 he held suc- 
cessively many important posts, and was in 
receipt of a considerable pension. 

Sir Bernard Brocas, junior, who succeeded 
to the Brocas estates in 1395, was the last of 
this family whose name appears in history. 
He does not appear to have held any high 
office excepting the Mastership of the Buck- 
hounds, and perhaps he feared to do so in the 
troublous times of Richard II.; but in 1400, 
a few months after the defeat and deposi- 
tion of the king, he joined the Earl of Kent 
and others in a fruitless conspiracy to restore 
King Richard to the throne. Being captured 
and sent prisoner to London, after a hasty 
trial he was beheaded at Tyburn, and his 
head was set upon London Bridge. 

** Thus set upon a bloody horizon, along with 
the sun of Plantagenet, the star of Brocas. The 
last of the great Royal House, in the direct 
legitimate line of male descent, carried with 
him in his fall the last of the knights and 
courtiers who had helped to fuse into one the 
interests of England and Aquitaine. A dread- 
ful history was to arise out of the revolution. 
As for the Brocases, their Gascon origin is soon 
lost to sight in the loss of Gascony. Henceforth 
they are so entirely naturalized that subsequent 
ages were at liberty to invent for them a Norman 
descent and a fabulous pedigree.” 

William Brocas of Beaurepaire was son 
and heir of the attainted knight. For- 
tunately for him and his descendants, Sir 
Bernard, before being attainted, had conveyed 
most of his estates to trustees, so that the 
greater part of them were enjoyed by the 
family without interruption. From the be- 
ginning of the fifteenth century the Brocases 
settle down into the position of simple coun- 
try gentlemen, and have no further con- 
nexion with the Court except through the 
Mastership of the Buckhounds, which, like 
the family estates, had been saved from for- 
feiture by being in settlement. We cannot 
any further follow the fortunes of this family, 
but we would recommend our readers to turn 
to the work itself as it is unquestionably 
the most interesting history of any family 
of English commoners that has yet been 
printed. 








NOVELS OF THE WEEK. 


The Broken Seal. By Dora Russell. 3 vols.

A HACKNEYED and crudely developed plot 
is fortunately unable to destroy the — 
interest of ‘The Broken Seal,’ which is 
considerable. Miss Russell writes easily 
and well, and she has the gift of making 
her characters describe themselves by their 
dialogue, which is bright and natural. Ex- 
cellent in repose or in the ordinary relations 
of life, these same characters are by the 
exigencies of the plot forced into extremely 
strange positions. In order to prevent an un- 
desirable catastrophe in the third volume, the 
unfortunate Jim Lester, for whom we, like 
most of the dramatis persone, have been led 
to conceive a lively sympathy, is suddenly 
degraded after his death to the level of a 
commonplace seducer. Then, again, it is 
inartistic in Miss Russell to have spent so 
much space in describing the attractions 
of Lily Doyne, who is in truth a winsome 
young person, as she renders the hero’s devo- 
tion to the other sister unaccountable. The 
motive of the old sailor in shooting Jim 
Lester is wholly inadequate, and only illus- 
trates the author’s ill success in dealing with 
sensational incidents. In the trial, again, 
one of the witnesses is represented not only 
as hearing, but seeing what went on in the 
next room (vol. ii. p. 218), although the 
author has been careful to inform us that 
the door was shut. For the sake of con- 
sistency she should have added that he had 
placed his eye to the key-hole. 

The work of a new writer, ‘ Fortune’s 
Buffets and Rewards’ is a study, rather close 
than masterly, of some phases of low-class 
university life in Edinburgh. Its strength 
is of the conscious and conscientious kind, 
but there is plenty of keen observation, 
quick intelligence, and insight into cha- 
racter. The moral intention is unmistakably 
high, and the realism of one side of the 
picture, though unpleasant, is not coarse 
for coarseness’s sake. The sordidness— 
if one may use the word in this connexion 
—is not deliberately morbid ; it is rather an 
essential of the business in hand. But the 
book, though it is redeemed by more than 
one example of quiet courage and un- 
obtrusive heroism, is scarcely cheering. 
It is pitched in a peculiar key of 
grey, difficult to describe, but especially 
depressing when, as here, the effect is un- 
intentional and unconscious. The solid vul- 
garity of feeling, talk, and manners among 
the students, the Goldie-Coxes, and others 
seems excessive, yet is probably not exag- 
gerated, except, perhaps, in the case of Mrs. 
Goldie, whose theological chatter strikes one 
as neither Scotch nor English, and is, besides, 
quite out of keeping with her antecedents. 
The author has a pretty firm hold of his 
Doric, and some of his talk is natural and 
lifelike; while some of it, if equally well 
meant, is monotonous and less spirited. The 
process by which the students and their 
ways are presented is unnecessarily photo- 
graphic. Their adventures, friendships, 
hoaxes, and foregatherings are evidently as 
like the real thing as can be. Indeed, they 
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are too like to have gathered anything in 
their passage through the author’s mind, 
and are therefore almost valueless as art. 
Through all this realism runs a vein of 
something akin to romance. The situation 
reminds one (with a difference) of ‘Great 
Expectations,’ but the author’s treatment 
of it is sober and quiet, and the effect is 
scarcely striking or dramatic. It should be 
added that not many of his personages are 
sympathetic. But, on the whole, the book 
has more than ordinary merit, and it is easy 
to imagine one still better from the same 
hand. 

The author of ‘Through Deep Waters’ 
has much to learn. The task he has set 
himself in this first book of his is plainly 
beyond his strength. The merit, such as it 
is, of his story is confined to the beginning ; 
later on his situations get unmanageable, 
and he is carried away to describe events 
and episodes with which he is not fit to 
cope. When the plot thickens, his troubles, 
as well as those of his characters, begin; for 
a good deal of violent action has to be got 
through before peace and happiness once 
more descend on his much-enduring hero 
and heroine, and the sight of him in single 
combat, as it were, with his inventions is 
a little trying. His heroine is not without 
some natural touches; and his villain—at 
least until, for purposes of revenge, he dis- 
guises himself as an uncle—is by no means 
impossible.

PaRENTS who do not wish their sons to go to 
the wars, proverbially hated by mothers, would 
do well to keep ‘Ronald Halifax’ out of the 
hands of their boys, for a book better calculated 
to win recruits for the Royal Navy we have 
seldom read. From the day he, as a schoolboy, 
is drifted out to sea, to the final matrimonial dé- 
notment, Ronald Halifax went through a suc- 
cession of thrilling adventures calculated to stir 
young blood. The best chapters are those in 
which he describes the action between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac during the American 
war of secession, and that in which he gives 
an account of his entombment in the pirates’ 
cavern containing inestimable treasures. It 
bears a striking resemblance to a similar catas- 
trophe in that charming book ‘ King Solomon’s 
Mines.’ 

‘Harry Raymond’ is another tale of much 
interest, but it will not have the same effect on 
recruiting. Commander Cameron naturally 
writes as a sailor, is profuse in his use of nautical 
terms, and tells us that his account of the Fans 
is true to nature. 

Although the author of ‘ Reefer and Rifle- 
man’ is a soldier, he has been more successful 
in his description of the vicissitudes of life on 
the ocean wave than in the more true history 
of Wellington’s campaigns in Portugal. Both, 
however, furnish attractive reading, and would 
be still more interesting were it possible, even 
for a moment, to believe the pirate’s story. 

‘The Hermit’s Apprentice’ is an impossible 
tale of a sneak who passed a Robinson Crusoe 
sort of existence with a mad enthusiastic recluse 
in the western wilds of America. 

‘ Elma’s Trial’ is a fascinating story for girls, 
and one well calculated to raise higher aspira- 
tions for usefulness than most of the novels of 
the present day. 

A pleasant vein of humour pervades Mr. Key- 
worth’s pages ; beyond this praise we can say 
nothing. 

‘Dickie’s Attic’ is an unpretending account 
of life amongst London artisans, and one well 
adapted for their improvement. It would bea 
suitable gift-book for such persons. 

The “‘ Story of Eastcote School” will attract 
schoolboys ; but the illustrations seem to have 
little reference to the subject-matter of the work. 

‘The Tale of Troy’ is, of course, mainly a 
paraphrase from Homer, but contains a great 
deal of more recondite matter. Mr. Stewart 
begins, as Homer did not, gemino ab ovo, and 
adds at the end the tales of Penthesilea, the 
death of Achilles, the return of Philoctetes and 
the sack of Troy. The style is throughout 
modelled on Homer, and the book is very 
pleasant to the eye. 

Tales of adventure are very welcome in the 
Christmas holidays. The inexhaustible Jules 
Verne gives us in ‘ Un Billet de Loterie’ a pic- 
ture of Norwegian peasant life. With it is 
bound up ‘ Frritt-Flacc,’ a weird and terrible 
fantasy. There is a good translation of ‘Un 
Billet de Loterie’ published by Messrs. Sampson 
Low & Co. 

‘The Log of the Flying Fish’ and ‘The Startling 
Exploits of Dr. J. B. Quits’ are both attractive 
tales of adventure after the style of Jules Verne. 
The latter is a translation from the French of 
Paul Célitre. The Flying Fish, that marvellous 
achievement of science, actually surpasses all 
Jules Verne’s creations ; with incredible speed 
she flies through the air, skims over the surface 
of the water, and darts along the ocean bed. 
We strongly recommend our schoolboy friends to 
possess themselves of her log. 

‘Under the Avalanche’ is a thrilling tale of 
Californian adventure. 





Madame Colomb’s ‘Carol's Little Daughter’ 
is the touching tale of an old man’s devotion to 
a waif whom he rescues from the hands of ery} 
acrobats. There is a fashion in all things, and 
just now most children’s books contain at 5 er 
one character of a child who is either stolen 
away by acrobats or runs away to jcin a circus 

The ‘* Wild Rose” in ‘The Roses of Ring. 
wood’ is another of these hapless children, The 
other Roses are charming little heroines; jy, 
rough lot is theirs, the atmosphere about them 
is clear and wholesome. Altogether the book is 
worthy of Mrs. Marshall, who is singularly gue. 
cessful in her stories for girls. 

‘Climbing Higher’ and ‘ Pearl of the Sea.’ 
both charming and thoughtful works, again a: 
hibit the circus type. In both books the hero 
has been stolen in his infancy and brought up 
in a circus. The Juckless little victim in ‘Climb. 
ing Higher’ never recovers the rough usage 
and dies as he is restored to his name and home. 
In Miss Winchester’s fascinating tale Gerald 
though nearly killed on the trapeze, lives to be 
the cherished companion of his sister Geraldine 
the “ Pearl of the Sea.” ; 

‘Through Unknown Ways’ is a pleasantly 
written tale of English life in the olden time, 
being the journal of Mistress Dorothea Trunde] 
written in the days of King Charles II. 

The Rev. A. J. Church has added another 
volume to his admirable twice - told tales, 
‘Stories of the Magicians’ contains Southey’s 
Oriental romances ‘ Thalaba the Destroyer’ and 
‘The Curse of Kehama’ done into prose; also 
the ‘Story of Rustem’ from Firdausi’s ‘Shah 
Nameh.’ The illustrations, coloured and quaint, 
are taken from Persian and Indian MSS. in the 
British Museum. 

‘Thorns and Roses’ is a somewhat dull tale 
of schoolgirls and schoolboys, their misunder. 
standings and mystifications. 

There is much humour and charm in ‘The 
Hawthorns,’ a story about children and for 
children. Little David and “the Antony pig” 
are really very funny. 

Old Whiddy is a pet cat; his history is 
written by his loving little mistress, and makes 
a pretty nursery tale. 

Another pretty nursery book is ‘The New 
Children’s Album,’ containing over 150 full-page 
pictures with little illustrative stories. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


WE have seldom met with a more valuable 
book than Mr. Minchin’s Growth of Freedom in 
the Balkan Peninsula, just published by Mr. 
Murray. It gives the national point of view of 
the Montenegrins, Bosnians, Serbs, Bulgarians, 
and Greeks. Part of it has appeared in the 
Times and the Morning Advertiser, but much is 
new. Mr. Minchin’s letters to the Advertiser, 
it will be remembered, were quoted largely in 
the recent article on Bulgaria in the Quarterly 
Review, which attracted much attention both 
for its merit and because it was supposed to 
have been ‘‘inspired” from Balmoral. Mr. 
Minchin’s book is almost wholly political, but 
is worth a ton of ordinary political writing. 
One point which strikes us as being both 
new and interesting to the English reader is 
that Mr. Minchin states that Lord Beacons- 
field and Lord Salisbury forgot the interests of 
British trade in 1878, ‘‘ when they authorized” 
(Mr. Minchin might have said ‘‘ proposed and 
carried ”) “the occupation of Bosnia and Herz- 
govina by Austrian troops. Before the Treaty 
of Berlin, about half-a-million sterling of Eng- 
lish goods used to be imported annually into 
Bosnia. This trade with England has been 
entirely destroyed by the Austrian Government 
placing an 80 per cent. duty on all imported 
goods. It might very easily have been provided 
by the Berlin Treaty that the occupation of the 
Turkish villayet of Bosnia was in no way # 
interfere with her commercial relations, but this 
was overlooked by plenipotentiaries more accus 
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fomed to la haute politique than ledger balances.” 
Mr. Minchin’s humour and his anti-Russian 
feeling are both displayed in the following 
yssage: ‘Montenegro is the only spot of 
roand (unless it be the Berlin Stock Exchange) 
where the Russian Government is trusted.” 


Cesar in Kent: the Landing of Julius Cesar, 
and his Battles with the Ancient Britons, with 
wme Account of Early British Trade and Enter- 
pris. By the Rev. Francis T. Vine. (Simpkin, 
Marshali & Co.)— After all that has been 
written about the place of Ceesar’s landing in 
Britain it still remains doubtful whether the 
statements in the ‘Commentaries’ are not too 
vague to afford ground for any trustworthy 
conclusion on the subject. The author of 
this little volume supports the claims of Deal, 
and endeavours to show that the earthworks on 
Barham Downs indicate the site of Czsar’s 
camp. He displays a good deal of local know- 
ledge and some ingenuity, and so far as his 
arguments are merely topographical they seem 
to be worth consideration. Unfortunately he 
has imported into the discussion a mass of utterly 
worthless matter derived from pretended British 
traditions, his principal source of information 
being the Rev. R. W. Morgan’s book entitled 
‘The British Kymry.’ His gratitude to Mr. 
Morgan is so profound that he expresses great 
regret that he has failed to discover any repre- 
sentatives of that gentleman's family in order to 
make to them a fitting acknowledgment of his 
obligations. Now the truth is that the book in 
question is absolute rubbish, It would be un- 
reasonable to blame severely a Welsh writer of 
forty years ago for believing in the authenticity 
ofall the ‘‘ historical triads,” or for propounding 
etymologies of ancient proper names based on 
the notion that the British language in Ceesar’s 
tine was much the same thing as the Welsh of 
ten centuries later ; but historical criticism and 
Celtic philology have made great progress since 
the date of Morgan's book, and his speculations 
are now as completely obsolete as the chemistry 
of the sixteenth century. Of all this Mr. Vine 
has not the faintest suspicion, and the greater 
part of his book is occupied with Morgan’s fan- 
tastic absurdities, or with fancies equally base- 
less due to the author's own ingenuity. The 
reader is informed that the Cimbri and the Um- 
brians were ‘‘Cymry” (whether they derived 
their name from Gomer, the son of Japheth, Mr. 
Vine is not quite sure); that the Insubrians 
were probably emigrant Britons, as their name 
seems to contain the Welsh word ynys, an island ; 
that Ceesar’s British ally Mandubratius was 
“Avarwy or Androgeus, the son of the last 
sovereign, Lud ’—Mandubratius being a nick- 
name meaning ‘‘ black traitor,’ and imposed on 
him on account of his desertion to the Romans ; 
that “‘Mercredsburne is undoubtedly derived 
from the god Mercred or Mercury ”; and that the 
same divine name is ‘‘ preserved in another form 
in a locality near at hand called Hermansole, 
evidently a corruption of Ermenseul, the name 
given by the Saxons to the pillars or statues 
erected to the god Hermes, the Greek form, as is 
generally supposed, of Mercury.” If Mr. Vine 
had been content merely to write a short paper 
on the topographical evidence bearing on the 
place of Ceesar’s landing and his subsequent 
movements in Britain, he might have acquitted 
himself with credit; it is a pity that he has 
made himself ridiculous by meddling with sub- 
jects which he does not understand. 


We have received the fourth volume of the 
Rev, E. M. Wherry’s Comprehensive Commen- 
fwy on the Qurdén (Trubner’s ‘ Oriental 
Series”), which completes the work. As 
we remarked when reviewing the first three 
volumes, it is little more than a reprint of our 
ld friend Sale. The introductions to the several 
chapters are, however, useful additions, and 
there is little in the fourth volume of the aggres- 
‘ive missionary tone which we deplored in the 
tatlier portions of the work. 





Messrs. CuapmMan & Hatt publish an His- 
torical and Political Handbvok, by Mr. Barker 
and Mr. Dauylish, which is a work on the com- 
position of the houses of Lords and Commons. 
Its sale is likely to be checked by the fact that 
the title is misleading. We have tested the facts 
and figures, and found them accurate. 


Wellerisms (Redway) is a piece of book-making 
of a kind becoming too common. Inasmuch as 
a copy of ‘The Pickwick Papers’ can now be 
bought for a few pence, and contains the bulk 
of the sayings of both the Wellers, father and 
son, with their proper context, and the remain- 
ing sayings from *‘ Master Humphrey’s Clock’ 
were suppressed by their author as worthless, it 
is not likely that this collection of Wellerisms 
will prove profitable either to its publisher or to 
its readers. 


WE have a number of new editions on our 
table, such as one of The Lives of Robert and 
Mary Moffat, with a new preface and a supple- 
mentary chapter (Fisher Unwin),—one-volume 
editions of Mrs. Dymond and Demos, issued by 
Messrs. Smith & Elder,—a neat reprint of 
Dickens’s Chimes in Messrs. Routledge’s pleasant 
* Pocket Library”; two volumes of the ‘ Uni- 
versal Library ’’ of the same firm, one containing 
six Famous Pamphlets, and the other Francklin’s 
translation of The Plays of Sophocles; Vols. V. 
and VI. of the handsome ‘“ Riverside Edition ” 
of Longfellow's Works (Routledge), the notes to 
which are models in their way,—another instal- 
ment of Messrs. Macmillan’s pretty edition of 
Mr. H. James’s novels, this one containing An 
International Episode, The Pension Beaurepas, 
and The Point of View,—the first cf ‘‘ Maxwell’s 
Select Novels,’ Miss Braddon’s Cut by the 
County, in clear type and bound in a neat paper 
wrapper for a shilling,—and two volumes of 
Byron's Poems in Mr. Scott's very cheap and 
convenient series of ‘* Canterbury Poets,” edited 
by Miss Blind.—Messrs, Bradbury, Agnew & 
Co. send us the first instalment of a new and 
revised edition of A’Beckett’s Comic Blackstone, 
with illustrations by Mr. Furniss. 


WE have also received what ought to prove 
a most popular Christmas present, an exceed- 
ingly pretty edition of the Laureate’s Poetical 
Works, in ten volumes in a cloth case. The 
good taste which usually characterizes Messrs. 
Macmillan’s publications is conspicuous in this 
new venture of theirs.— Messrs. Bryce & Son, 
of Glasyow, send us an edition of Shakspeare in 
eight very small volumes, contained in a neat 
leather box, and edited by Mr. Talfourd Blair. 
The type is clear, though the volumes are so 
small ; and a better edition for the pocket cannot 
be found. The poems are given as well as the 
plays, and a glossary and an ‘‘ Index to Common 
Quotations ” are supplied. The great drawback 
to the volumes is the illustrations, which are 
old affairs, and so exceedingly bad as to create 
a prejudice against this very portable edition 
which is by no means warranted, 


Tue shape of The Court Diary and Engage- 
ment Book of Messrs. Griffith & Farran is at 
once handsome and convenient. It may be 
safely recommended. The same firm send us 
Pettitt’s Diaries and Blackwood’s Diaries, both 
intended for practical use and both possessing 
merit, but the former are rather the better.— 
The Anniversary Book, by E. M. M., does not 
seem to be a particularly practical variety of 
commonplace book, but its publishers, Messrs. 
Waterston & Sons, of Edinburgh, have done 
what in them lay to make it acceptable.—Messrs. 
Parkins & Gotto have sent us a neat little set 
of Monthly Pocket Diaries.—We are glad to see 
that Fulcher’s Ladies’ Memorandum Book (Sud- 
bury, Pratt) still prospers, and maintains the 
reputation it acquired many years ago.

Mrs. Matrn writes to us :— 

** Hotel Kulm, 8t. Moritz, Dec. 3, 1886. 

“First let me point out that, after five summers 
and winters passed in Switzerland, I have learnt to 
consider the hour of the rise of the sun or of the 
moon as the exact time at which the sun or the 
moon is visible from the place at which I am resid- 
ing, and thus though, on the occasion on which I 
traversed the Matterhorn, the moon was two days 
past the full, yet on the southern side of that moun- 
tain we saw nothing of it, being in deep shadow, until 
a very late hour, and it sank behind the mountains 
much sooner than it disappeared below the horizon, 
as it would have been seen ina flat country, hence 
our halt ‘ till the grey light of early morning allowed 
us to set out again.’ A few words as to my spelling 
of local names. I am but too conscious of my mis- 
takes in this direction ; but, unfortunately, I was 
unable to correct the misprints after I noticed them, 
my proofs having been sent to press before I had 
‘passed’ them; and on my asking my publishers 
to return them for further correction, they replied 
that they had had them examined by an expert, and 
had believed them to be free from errors. I think 
your reviewer, in criticizing the obvious clerical 
error in the spelling of Piz Muraigl, might have 
adopted a more accurate spelling than that of 
‘Murailg.” There is one more remark which I 
especially desire to make; it is this: my guide, 
Edouard Cupelin, is not ‘doomed, by the results of 
an accident, never again to practise the mountain 
craft in which he has proved himself a master.’ It 
has been spread about by the jealous tongues of 
second-rate Chamonix guides that this is the case, 
and for atime the libel did Cupelin considerable 
harm ; but he has shown, during last summer, that 
he can, with perfect safety, undertake the guiding 
of parties up such peaks as Mont Blane, the Aiguille 
du Midi, the Nadelhorn, Laquinhorn, Monte Rosa, 
and other such peaks, several of which he accom- 
panied ine up last season. He has refused offers to 
ascend the Dru and Géant, and, owing to his extreme 
conscientiousuess, he may be entirely trusted never 
to undertake an excursion which he is not certain of 
bringing to a happy termination. I feel sure that 
my, in many ways, kindly critic will be pleased te 
hear this good news of ‘so magnificent a specimen 
of humanity,’” 

No doubt it is very difficult to say & priori 
how the heavenly bodies would appear from a 
point of view at which one has never been. Still, 
we cannot, from a study of the map, divine what 
could have hidden that moon from the head of 
the Glacier du Lion at three in the morning or 
thereabouts. As to Piz Murailg or Muraigl ; we 
believe that Rhzeto-romanisch orthographers vary 
in regard to the position of the jast two letters in 
words of thiskind. We followed the Federal map. 
The statement about E. Cupelin was made on 
the authority, not of a second-rate Chamonix 
guide, but of a first-rate English climber whom 
Mrs. Main knows well. We are only too glad 
to hear that he was misinformed. 








THE JEWISH SHETARS. 
Oxford, Dec, 6, 1883. 

I seg in the Athenewm that Mr. M. D. Davis 
is going to publish the Jewish documents called 
Shetars, under the auspices of the Anglo-Jewish 
Exhibition, Iam sorry to say that 1 am quite 
ready for the same publication, for the accept- 
ance of which I applied last year to the Master 
of the Rolls, with whom my application still 
stands for consideration. I fear 1 must be pre- 
pared now, after this notice in the Atheneum, 
to hear that my application will be refused ; but 
I have made other arrangements in the case of 
such a decision. I must now explain how it 


| comes to pass that I have undertaken the publi- 


cation of these documents knowing that Mr. 
Davis possesses a copy of them. It is nearly

It will be seen that taken simply 
by themselves they are of more value for 
topography than for history, for they only 
contain transactions relating to grounds and 
houses, chiefly at Nottingham, Canterbury, and 
Norwich. We shall become acquainted with 
some Jewish names as owners and witnesses, but 
nothing historical will be found about them, 
What I proposed was to reconstruct with the 
help of them Tovey’s ‘ Anglia Judaica.’ Now 
I must leave to the Anglo-Jewish Historical 
Exhibition and to Mr. Davis to judge for them.

THE PIPE ROLL SOCIETY. 


Ir has often appeared to be matter for regret 
that of late years there has been such a mul. 
tiplication of publishing societies; but these 
remarks cannot in any way apply to the Pipe 
Roll Society, whose publications, so far as they 
have proceeded, now lie before us in six handsome 
well-printed volumes, Of this society, its object, 
and the method in which that object is now being 
carried out, we wish to speak with unqualitied 
commendation. Its purpose is definite, and may 
be attained within a reasonable period. This is 
more than can be said of many societies, for they 
often grasp too much and achieve too little. To 
the students of the history of England during 
the important and interesting period when King 
Henry II. occupied the throne the labours of 
this society will not only be most useful, but its 
publications will help them to fill in the finer 
touches and more delicate shades in the historical 
picture, which in skilful hands will assume a 
completeness never before reached or even 
attempted. 

About half a century since, a few of the early 
Pipe Rolls were printed by order of the Record 
Commission, but though each roll thus published 
was complete in itself, the volumes are to be 
considered as specimens of various reigns, and 
not a continuous series. The first volume con- 
tains the roll variously assigned to the reigns of 
Henry [., Stephen, and Henry II.; the second 
contains the rolls of the second, third, and 
fourth years of King Henry IJ.; the third, the 
roll of the first year of King Richard 1; the 
fourth and last, the roll of the third year of 
King John. The Record Commission, hov- 
ever, expired, and with it the publication of the 
Pipe Rolls, 

It having been long felt that some effort 
should be made to continue, at ieast in part, 
a most useful work, the Pipe Roll Society was 
formed in the year 1883. As the object of the 
Society is of national, and not of mere local ot 
special interest, we are glad to see the Public 
Record Office well represented on the Com- 
mittee. The names alone of Mr. W. D. Selby 
and Mr. Charles T. Martin, F.S A., together 
with those of Mr. Stuart A. Moore, F.S.A., and 
Dr. Stubbs, not to mention others, are sufficient 
to ensure the work of the Society being brought 
to a successful issue. It only remains with the 
public to lend its support liberally, for the list 
of subscribers, we regret to see, is not large. 
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Many persons who ought to support the Society 
have as yet withheld their guineas, te 

Although the Society is concerned primarily 
with the Pipe Rolls, yet its operations are not 
confined to them. The prospectus says that 
«the Society’s scheme includes all unprinted national 
records that are extant prior to the year 1200, Un- 
fortunately, the solitary class of Pipe Rolls prac- 
tically represents this period, but the very limited 
number of odd membranes of the class known as 
the Rotuli Curie Regis of the reign of Richard I, 
wili form a valuable supplement to our infor: 
mation with regard to this dark period of his- 
tory; and the publication of these and a few other 
early odds and ends may very appropriately ter- 
minate the labours of the Society. The members 
of the Pipe Roll Society will then have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that they have made accessible to 
the historical student every scrap of manuscript 
material extant in the Public Record Office to the 
end of the twelfth century.” 

We cordially approve of this portion of the 
Society’s scheme, for there are, among the 
ancient miscellanea of the Queen’s Remem- 
prancer of the Exchequer in the Public Record 
Office, several early royal charters and other 
documents, which now lie hidden under vague 
and uncertain descriptions or references, but 
which it is most desirable should be printed. 
And here the Society has also done wisely in 
keeping within the walls of the Record Office ; 
for if they were once passed in search of 
materials, its work would be increased in a way 
which could not readily be realized. In that 
case the British Museum, the different cathedral 
muniment rooms, the university and college 
libraries, corporation records all over England, 
the MSS. of the Bibliothéque Nationale, Paris, 
the records at Caen and Rouen, and private 
collections must be ransacked : a gigantic task. 
If we are rightly informed, a scheme of this 
kind is already on foot, and much progress has 
been made in the collection of materials; but 
whatever form it may take, it should not be 
allowed to clash with the Pipe Roll Society. 
Such a course would neither be necessary nor 
generous. 

The Pipe Rolls, or, to give them their proper 
name, “The Great Rolls of the Exchequer,” 
belong to what is called the ‘‘ Account” side 
of the Exchequer, as distinguished from the 
“Receipt” side, and they contain the accounts 
of the royal revenue, year by year, as they were 
made up by the sheriffs of the various counties, 
and by other ministers and debtors of the Crown. 
They extend from the reign of Henry II. to 
the second year of the reign of William IV., in, 
if we mistake not, unbroken succession, being 
676 in number ; and it is not too much to say 
that this nation stands alone in the possession 
of so valuable and continuous a series of re- 
cords, giving minute details of income and ex- 
penditure, and with such precision that in some 
cases a balance of even a farthing is accounted 
for. There is another series of Exchequer re- 
cords, equally important, called the Chancellor's 
Rolls, extending from very early times, though 
not quite so early as the Pipe Rolls, to the third 
year of King William IV. They are generally 
described as duplicates of the Pipe Rolls, though 
this is scarcely correct. With these, however, 
We are not at present concerned. 

_The Exchequer has also, on its ‘ Receipt” 
side, records of equal value, though not of so 
early a date. Foremost among these are the 
Issue and Receipt Rolls and Books, containing 
respectively payments and receipts by the Crown, 
entered up, day by day, with the precision of a 
merchant's ledger. 

It may be mentioned in passing that in one 
of these Receipt Books of the reign of Charles II 
there is an entry of a sum of money paid by 
some person unknown as a matter of conscience ; 
80 we see that the little paragraphs which often 
occur in the Times, wherein the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer acknowledges the receipt of 
‘conscience money,” are no novelty. There 
are, too, among these records Jornalia, Liberate, 
and Jews Rolls of an early date, an early Royal 









Kitchen Roll, together with a large collection 
of very miscellaneous and valuable rolls and re- 
cords of all dates, comprising the ‘‘ Golden Bull,” 
confirming to King Henry VIII. the title of 
‘* Defender of the Faith,” and the indentures 
setting forth the services to be performed in 
Henry VII.’s Chapel, Westminster Abbey. 
These indentures are contained in volumes 
bound in purple velvet, the seals of the different 
parties being preserved in silver skippets attached 
to the volumes by silken cords. Duplicates of 
them are now exhibited in one of the show cases 
in the King’s Library at the British Museum. 

We would venture to suggest to the Com- 
mittee of the Pipe Roll Society that when its 
task has been completed, its attention should be 
turned to the possibility of forming and printing 
a calendar of the Issue and Receipt Rolls. This 
is by no means an insurmountable task, and it 
would come well within the scope of the Society. 
But on such a scheme it would be perhaps pre- 
mature now to dwell. 

The Great Roll of the Exchequer was the 
record of account of the Court of Exchequer, 
containing the accounts of the whole revenues 
of the Crown, digested under the heads of the 
several counties, and written out annually, so 
as to charge and discharge the sheriffs and other 
accountants. The revenues were either certain 
or casual. The certain revenues consisted of 
farms, fee farms, castle guard rents, and the 
like. The casual were composed of fines, issues, 
amerciaments, recognizances, profits of lands 
and tenements ; goods and chattels seized into 
the hands of the Crown on extents, outlawry, 
diem clausit extremum, and other writs and 
process ; wards, marriages, reliefs, felons’ goods, 
deodands, and other profits casually arising to 
the Crown by its prerogative. They also con- 
tain the accounts of lords of liberties granted 
from the Crown, of the Green Wax, and debts 
due to the Crown and put in process. 

In the third volume of the Society's pub- 
lications Mr. Hubert Hall contributes a most 
graphic and interesting account of all the 
essential details of the proceedings on passing 
the sheriff's account before the Exchequer: 
how on those occasions—twice a year, at Easter 
and Michaelmas—the officials sat around the 
Exchequer table, which was divided into 
columns, the president or justiciar at the head, 
and the accountant at the other end; how the 
moneys, tallies, warrants, and such like were 
examined and checked, until at last it was 
revealed whether the accountant was quit, or 
whether there was a deficit or surplus. In this 
little dissertation, based upon the ancient ‘ Dia- 
logus de Scaccario,’ Mr. Hall has been singu- 
larly happy, for it is not only thoroughly scien- 
tific, but at the same time sufliciently popular 
to recommend itself to ordinary readers, 

To demonstrate thoroughly the way in which 
history, topography, genealogy, laws, manners, 
and customs may be illustrated by the Pipe 
Rolls, nothing short of a careful summary or 
translation of the volumes would suffice; we 
must, therefore, content ourselves by calling 
attention to the more striking and interesting 
entries which are met with. 

In the first place there appears from first to 
last undoubted testimony as to the names of 
the different sheriffs all over England, and the 
exact year of their holding office. There are 
cases where a sheriff holds more than one 
county. Simon Fitz Peter holds Northamp- 
tonshire, Buckinghamshire, and Bedfordshire 
(vol. i. pp. 16 and 17); and William de Beau- 
champ holds Worcestershire, Warwickshire, 
and Gloucestershire (ibid., pp. 23, 25, 26). It 
was the practice to let to farm to the sheriffs 
all the counties at a fixed annual rent. The 
account for this is generally the first on the 
rol], The arrears were accounted for under 


the title of “ vetus firma,” and the farm of the | 


current year under that of ‘‘nova firma.” Out 
of this, deductions were allowed on account of 
payments made for the king, for salaries, or 





goods supplied to the royal household, or 
repairs of castles or palaces, or in any way on 


the king’s account. And it is in this way that 
we get such interesting and multifarious de- 
tails of the royal expenses. Then we find in 
abundance names of ancient families and 
eminent men of every degree. William the 
King’s brother, the Earl Geoffrey, the Earl of 
Albemarle, William Daubeney, the Earl of . 
Arundel, the Beauchamps, the Earl of Brittany, 
the Earl of Chester, the Earl of Clare, Earl 
Ferrers, the Earl of Flanders, Thomas & Becket 
Chancellor, the Earl of Warren, the Earl of 
Warwick, archbishops, bishops, and abbots, all 
appear, as well as others too numerous to 
specify. There is also much valuable informa- 
tion as to guilds, markets, and fairs. The 
weavers of London render an account of four 
golden marks for their guild for two years (vol. i. 
p. 2). Those of Huntingdon, Lincoln. and Not- 
tingham are also mentioned (ibid., pp. 51, 54, 64). 

In vol. i. p. 13 (5 Henry IL.), under the 
Northumberland account, ‘‘ Edgar Aid’eling ” 
renders an account of ten marks, which he 
paid to the Treasury and was quit, If we 
mistake not, this affords a new item in the life 
of Eadgar the Aitheling, son of Eadward and 
Agatha. He was taken prisoner at the battle 
of Tinchebrai, but was released and left to 
spend the rest of his life in obscurity. We may 
perhaps be allowed to suggest that it would have 
been better to print this word in its Early Eng- 
lish form “ AiSeling,’ and not with the con- 
tracted d. And the word in the index has an 
unscientific appearance. 

In the account of the Sheriffs of London 
(vol. i. p. 1) there is an item of 30s. 5d. for oil 
for the queen’s lamp, which appears to be a 
fixed sum ; 60s. 10d. for coal for the king’s gold- 
smith ; 80l. 6s. 8d. for a robe for the queen, and 
20s. for carriage of the same; and 16/. 18s 8d. 
for the cost of the king’s pavilion. On p. 18 
there is a payment of twenty marks by Ralph 
de Hastings towards a corrody for the queen, 
and there are, under other counties, further 
payments for thesame purpose. On p. 25 there 
is a charge of 3s. for conveying the queen’s 
chestnuts to Salisbury; and on p. 47, in the 
Hampshire account, 8/. is spent in sending the 
king’s does beyond sea. On pp. 3, 43, and 
58 payments are made towards a corrody for 
Henry, the king’s son, one of them, in the 
Dorsetshire account, by order of the queen's 
writ. Danegeld was also accounted for by the 
sheriffs of various counties. 

There are accounts of expenses concerning 
the king’s houses at Clarendon, Yarmouth, 
Havering, Woodstock, and elsewhere. In the 
Lincolnshire account (p. 65) one mark is paid 
by a person refusing a duel. On p. 18 there 
is a charge of 3s. in the Bucks and Beds 
account for wolf-catchers. On pp. 45 and 
64, in the Hampshire and Lincolnshire ac- 
count, there are payments to messengers of the 
King of Norway. In vol. ii. p 12 (6 Henry IL) 
the Sheriffs of London and Middlesex account, 
among other things, for wine for the queen 
4l. 163s. 4d., and fur two tuns of wine for the 
same 34s.; for a chain in which to hang a man 
named Waleran 2s., and for hanging him 2s. 6d. 
On p. 49, in the account of the city of Win- 
chester, 27s. 6d. is charged for works about 
the chapel, and the houses, and the walls, and 
the “herbarium” of the queen; and 31s. for 
carriage of the queen’s robe, and wine, and in- 
cense, and coffers of the chapel, and buckles (?) 
(scutis) for the boys; and at the end of 
the Winchester account is this curious entry 
‘*Gentill Judea debet xv.li. ne duceret Judeum. 
On p. 54 the Sheriff of Kent accounts for pro- 
visions for Dover Castle, viz., wheat, salt, bacon, 
and cheese, and also for the repair of houses 
there. On p. 49, in the Hampshire account, 
26s. 8d. is charged “in minutis negociis Re- 
gine”; and in the Devonshire account (p. 51) 
25s. 5d. is spent on salting a sturgeon for the 
queen, 
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In vol, iv. p. 37 (7 Henry II.), under York- 
shire, William de Sextenedale renders account 
of four score pounds “ pro muliere vi fututa,” 
of which he had paid twenty marks, leaving 
one hundred marks owing. 

In vol. v. p. 43 (8 Henry II.), under Berk- 
shire, the sheriff accounts for preparing material 
for the King’s Hall at Westminster 12/. 0s, 12d. 

Space will not allow us to multiply instances 
of interesting entries which might thus be cited ; 
we must refer our readers to the volumes them- 
selves. We are glad to observe that the Com- 
mittee has not been tempted to extend the con- 
tractions contained in the original rolls ; much 
harm has been done of late years in antiquarian 
publications in this respect, and it is quite 
refreshing to see in this instance that the 
old fashioned style of reproducing the record, 
in its habit as it lived, if we may so speak, has 
been adhered to. No better justification of the 
retention of extensions can be found than the 
course followed by the late Sir Thomas D. 
Hardy. That learned palzographer, in his 
early works published by order of the Record 
Commission, adhered to the original contrac- 
tions contained in the various manuscripts before 
him ; later on in life, when he was concerned in 
the direction of the ‘ Chronicles and Memorials,” 
he adopted ‘‘extensions,” influenced no doubt by 
the Rev. J. S. Brewer; but finally he retraced 
his steps, and in his last work of importance, the 
‘Registrum Palatinum Dunelmense,’ he made 
his virtual recantation, and in his introductory 
remarks to the fourth volume gave most cogent 
and convincing reasons in favour of contractions. 
We have dwelt at length upon this point be- 
cause in books of this kind it is one of the 
greatest importance, and the Pipe Roll Society 
deserves praise for following the course it has, 
and thereby placing in the hands of its readers 
as near a facsimile of the original record as type 
will produce. In vol, iii. p. 70 we are furnished 
with a very excellent glossary which will be 
found of great use. 

There is one point with regard to these rolls 
which is sometimes overlooked, and to which we 
would call attention, The occurrence of a per- 
son’s name on the account of a given year is 
not absolute evidence that that person was then 
living because it was often the practice in the 
Exchequer to carry accounts on froin year to 
year as long as there was any balance owing. 
There are cases where an accountant’s name has 
been entered up, year by year, for more than 
a century. Not that this interferes for one 
moment with the value of the rolls as historic 
evidence ; it merely shows that any investi- 
gations of them, to be complete, should extend 
over several years. and not be confined to the 
particular one in which the inquirer is concerned. 

If any one wishes to make a thorough study 
of these important records and to master their 
forms and technicalities of language, we would 
recommend him to visit the Record Office and 
consult the modern Pipe Rolls, which are in 
English since the reign of King George II. 
He will there find the same forms followed, the 
same expressions made use of, and in the main 
the same practice adopted in the reign of King 
William IV. as in that of King Henry II.; and 
a comparison of a few rolls of far distant periods 
will often enable him to elucidate a word or to 
solve a difficulty which could be unravelled in 
no other way. And there is a marvellous con- 
tinuity in the entire series. for we often have 
on a quite modern roll a direct reference to a 
previous account centuries ago, made with the 
same nonchalance as if it were only yesterday. 

We have before us the last Pipe Roll of the 
series, that of the second year of the reign of 
King William IV., in which, under London and 
Middlesex, we find these entries relating to a 
well-known yearly transaction, that we generally 
see chronicled in the daily newspapers :— 

“The heirs of Walter le Marshall in the Strand 
owe six horse-shocs by the year for a certain place 
in the parish of St. Clement Danes without the Bar 





of the New Temple to place a building there, as is 
contained in the xv° and xix® Rolls of King Henry 
the Third, which the Sheriffs answer in doing the 
King’s business.” 

“Henry Ainsworth, clerk, and others owe sixty 
nails for six horse-shoes bv the year, as is contained 
in the xiiij'® Roll of King Henry the Seventh.” 

With these remarks we must close our 
notice of these excellent publications, wishing 
the Pipe Roll Society every success and a largely 
increased list of subscribers. 








MR. ARTHUR GROTE. 

On Saturday last Mr. Arthur Grote, a brother 
of the historian of Greece, died at his house 
in Ovington Square, after an illness of several 
weeks’ duration. Born at Beckenham in 1814, 
he entered Haileybury College at seventeen 
years of age, remaining there until ready to em- 
bark upon his Indian career in December, 1833. 
At this latter date he passed out, “ highly dis- 
tinguished,” having obtained prizes in classics, 
Bengali, Persian, Hindustani, and Arabic. 
Arriving in India in June, 1834, as a writer on 
the Bengal establishment, he was placed under 
the Commissioner of Revenue and Circuit in 
the Aligarh division, and afterwards appointed 
assistant to the magistrate and collector of 
Jessor. After transfer from one to another 
branch of the service, he became in 1839 
superintendent of settlement duties at Mid- 
napur, conducting the work of the judyge’s office 
and holding charge of the special deputy col- 
lector’s department at the same station, In 
1845 he was appointed magistrate at Champarun, 
proceeding to Europe on furlough during the 
following year. He returned in 1849, froin which 
period to his retirement from the service in 
1868 he filled various appointments, such as 
Secretary to the Revenue Board of the Lower 
Provinces of Bengal ; Commissioner of Revenue 
and Circuit in Chittagong; and member of the 
Revenue Board in the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal. Having accomplished more than thirty 
years of actual service in India, Mr. Grote re- 
turned to England, and spent most of his time 
in London. Following the bent of his inclina- 
tions in India —where he had for four consecu- 
tive years occupied the president’s chair and 
held the offices of vice-president and secretary 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal—he joined the 
Royal Asiatic Society, and at the time of his 
death had been one of its most prominent mem- 
bers for some seventeen years. He was alsoa 
Fellow of the Royal and of the Linnean 
Societies. He wrote several papers on botany 
and natural history, and furnished the intro- 
duction to Hewitson’s ‘Description of New 
Indian Lepidopterous Insects in the Atkinson 
Collection.’

WE learn that Sir &. W. Cox has now 
completed the biography of the late Bishop 
Colenso, which he has written at the request 
of the family of the deceased prelate. It 
is said to contain much information concern- 
ing the bishop’s early life. 

Mr. GuILLEMARD’s account of the cruise 
of the yacht Marchesa, which will shortly 
be published by Mr. Murray, ought to differ 
from the majority of books of travel, owing 
to the variety of the lands described, com- 
bined with the scientific qualifications of the 
author for his task, and the advantages which 
he enjoyed for its accomplishment. Mr. 
Guillemard has not endeavoured to describe 
countries so well known as, for instance, 
Ceylon and Japan, but has, amongst other 
portions of his narrative, given an account of 
land journeys in the Kamschatka Peninsula, 
in the Liukiu and Sulu Islands, in Borneo 
and Dutch New Guinea, in Sumbawa, 
Celebes, and the Moluccas. The natural 
history of these and other countries visited 
is described, and the book will contain eleven 
maps, and 150 woodcuts engraved by Mr. 
Whymper. 

Tux January number of the Lnglish Lilu- 
trated Magazine will contain the first of a 
series of illustrated papers by the author 
of ‘ John Halifax, Gentleman,’ descriptive of 
a recent visit to Ireland. Among the other 
articles will be ‘The Daughters of George 
II1.,’ by Mr. W. Outram Tristram, with 
illustrations ; and a series of illustrations to 
Fouqué’s ‘ Undine’ by Mr. Heywood Sum- 
ner, with an article on the romance by Miss 
Julia Cartwright. 


Cor. Franx Russert, Royal Dragoons, 
has in the press ‘The Memoirs of Charles 
Mordaunt, Earl of Peterborough,’ contain- 
ing many historical incidents and anecdotes 
of his times. The book will be published 
by Messrs. Chapman & Hall. 
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~ Sr Tyomas ActAND has done all in his 
power to assist in the discovery of the miss- 
ing Park Rolls of North Petherton. A 
careful search has been made in the muni- 
ment room at Killerton by Mr. Winslow 
Jones—an antiquary who is familiar with 
the history of the Acland family and their 
properties—but nothing in the nature of a 
Park Roll was traced. Mr. Jones found 
many accounts and papers relating to Pether- 
ton Park, but these were, unfortunately, 
«of a comparatively modern date.’’ Al- 
though, therefore, the first attempt has 
failed, it does not end the matter, for Mr. 
Jones has been good enough to suggest 
where further inquiries should be instituted. 
It is quite possible that the present owner 
of Petherton Park has Chaucer’s rolls in his 
possession. 

Wirn the January number of the Aélantic 
Monthly (which commences a new volume) 
will be issued a gratuitous supplement, 
containing Mr. J. Russell Lowell’s oration 
at the two hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of Harvard College, and the original 
poem by Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes re- 
cited on the same occasion. 

Mr. G. Bapen-Powe tt has in a forward 
state of preparation a history of the colonies 
and dependencies of the British Empire, 
with special reference to the great growth 
of the last fifty yoars. Mr. Baden-Powell 
writes with personal knowledge of many 
of the places and people dealt with. He 
started on Saturday last on a trip to Canada 
to glean information. 

Messrs. Kecan Pavut, Trencu & Co. will 
ublish immediately an account of ‘The 
a Karens of Burma,’ of whom little 
is known in England. The author, Mr. 
Donald Mackenzie Smeaton, Director of 
Agriculture and Commerce, North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh, treats of the origin, 
language, and physical characteristics of 
the peopie, their national customs, agricul- 
ture, folk-lore, traditions, and national 
religion. 

We learn from a correspondent that Walt 
Whitman has lately had a fresh attack of 
illness, but is again recovering. 


Mr. Wii.t1AM SLoaAne KeEnneEpy, an Ame- 

rican, has sent to England for publication a* 
work on Walt Whitman, entitled ‘ Walt 
Whitman, the Poet of Humanity,’ in the 
main a critical commentary and exposition 
of ‘Leaves of Grass,’ especially the moral 
and literary aspects of the book. ‘The 
work includes some personal reminiscences 
of the “‘ good gray poet” and his friends, 
anl a bibliography and history of ‘ Leaves 
of Grass.’ 
_ Mx. Tuomas ©. Jack, of the Grange Pub- 
lishing Works, Edinburgh, died on the 
ord inst. at the age of fifty-seven. Mr. 
Jack was originally a retail bookseller in 
Edinburgh, but he gave this up some years 
ago, and devoted his attention entirely to 
publishing. Amongst the works issued by 
him may be named the ‘Globe Encyclopedia’ 
in six volumes.

Ir is not every day that men-of-war are 
named after literary men. Admiral Aube, 
the French Minister of Marine, has just 
named the first gunboat of a new type the 
Gabriel-Charmes. 


Dantex Sz1acyt, lately of Constantinople, 
bequeathed to the Hungarian Academy his 
collections, and they have been only now 
fully examined and reported upon to the 
Academy by that competent authority Mr. 
Vambéry. The late Mr. Szilagyi was one 
of the Hungarian exiles, and established 
himself in Constantinople as a bookseller. 
He was well known to Europeans and Turks 
and much liked, but his real value was only 
known to a few of his fellow Magyars. 
Having made himself a thorough master of 
Turkish, he devoted his opportunities to the 
acquirement of the MSS. and books in ques- 
tion, in search of which he employed many 
years. His first object appears to have been 
to collect MSS. illustrative of the Turkish 
rule in Hungary. These form one section 
of the series, but it is rich also in rare MSS. 
throwing light on Turkish history, some un- 
known to Von Hammer. It includes early 
printed books, and among them nearly all 
that came from the first press of Ibrahim 
Effendi, who is of interest to Hungary as 
having been a Magyar. There are many 
rarities, and Mr. Vambéry naturally prizes 
some Jagatai MSS. It is proposed to place 
a bust of Szilagyi in the Academy. 


Dr. Harkavy, of the Imperial Library of 
St. Petersburg, has discovered on his recent 
visit to the East, amongst other rabbinical 
MSS., a detailed narrative of the expulsion 
of the Jews of Spain and Portugal by an 
eye-witness, with the unknown name of 


Abraham, son of R. Solomon, of Syxpi, who 
settled with many other exiles in Fez. The 
treatise forms a supplement to Abraham ben 
David’s chronicle called ‘Book of Tradi- 
tion,’ which goes up to the year 4921 a.M.—= 
1161 4.p. The supplement continues up to 
5270 a.m.=1510. The author gives also 
an account of the Spanish kings up to Fer- 
dinand, with details about his wars against 
the kingdom of Granada. Jewish historical 
works being so few, we hope that Dr. Har- 
kavy will try, in spite of his numerous en- 
gagements, not to keep back for any length 


Tne deaths are announced of General 
Pittié, who deserves mention in these 
columns as a writer of verse and as a trans- 
lator of various pieces of Burns, Goethe, 
and Heine; of M. Natalis de Wailly, the 
palwographer; and of Dr. Hodge, the 
American theologian. 

Tue Allgemeine Zeitung says that the 
Italian poet and historian of literature G. 
Carducci has just finished a remarkable 
work on the Popes as poets, ‘I Papi Poeti.’ 
He intends, however, to keep it back for 
some months before sending it to press, as 
it contains a chapter of somewhat severe 
criticism upon the poems of Leo XIII., and 
the author is not anxious to win a cheap 
popularity amongst the Italian anti-clerical- 
ists. 

Tut Goethe-Gesellschaft has obtained a 
rich source of materials for Goethe re- 
searches by the purchase of the Cohn Goethe 
library in Berlin, which is reputed to be 
second only in value to the Hirzel Goethe 
library. Dr. Erich Schmidt, the director 
of the Goethe-Archiv, has gone to Berlin 
to arrange for the removal of the library 
to Weimar. The society has also bought 
the portrait of Goethe painted by Kolbe in 
1822. We notice that a new edition of the 
translation of Lewes’s life of Goethe, at five 
marks, is announced amongst the Christ- 
mas publications this year. 

Pror. Bucnuem has written a “ Biogra- 
phische Einleitung’’ for the new critical 
edition of Heine’s works, which Dr. Kar- 
peles is editing, and which is appearing at 
Berlin. 

Mr. W. W. Rocxui11, of the U.S. Lega- 
tion at Peking, in a letter to Dr. Rost, 
mentions that he has ready for the press a 
work on Tibet. It is mainly based on a 
new translation of the Chinese description 
of that country which was first made known 
through Klaproth’s rendering; but he has 
added to it not only extracts from such other 
Chinese books on the subject as are avail- 
able at Peking, but also a great amount of 
information supplied to him by Chinese and 
Tibetan travellers, besides a number of 
photographic and other illustrations. The 
work is likely to prove an important con- 
tribution to our knowledge of Tibet. 


Tue St. Nicholas Magazine will with the 
next issue (January) pass into the hands 
of Mr. T. Fisher Unwin, who a couple of 
months ago took over the Century Magazine.

ELEMENTARY BOOKs, 


An Introduction to the Study of Chemistry. 
By Ira Remsen. (Macmillan & Co.)—There is 
but little room for novelty in the treatment of 
elementary chemistry. So many introductory 
books have been written that even an American 
professor, with all the originality characteristic 
of his country, finds it hard to say anything that 
is really fresh. All the old topics have to be 
introduced—the phenomena of combustion, the 
properties of oxygen, hydrogen, and nitrogen, the 
composition of air and water, and so on. Never- 
theless the introductory manual which has been 
written by Prof. Remsen, of Baltimore, may be 

ronounced without hesitation to be an excellent 
ittle book—excellent alike in aim and method. 
Its aim is to treat the subject scientifically, and its 
method is to do this by a succession of experi- 
ments systematically arranged ; the observation 
of phenomena being put in the front, while all 
theory is kept well in the background. It is 
evident that Prof. Remsen holds very sound 
views on the matter of scientific education. He 
has no sympathy with the unsystematic and 
unscientific way of working still practised in 
many laboratories. “The average playing with 
test-tubes and precipitates is of questionable 
benefit”; and he holds that ‘‘ the first object 
of a course in science should be to develop a 





scientific habit of thought.” His book will do 
much towards placing the teaching of elementary 
chemistry on a more rational basis, the necessity 
for which has been recently recognized in several 
English text-books. While Prof Remsen keeps 
in the laboratory he is a thoroughly trustworthy 
guide, but when he passes into other spheres 
we are less disposed to follow him. Thus in 
describing the diamond he speaks of “ celebrated 
diamond beds” in various localities, including 
Sumatra and Mexico ; but the celebrity of these 
Sumatran and Mexican diamonds has not yet 
come to the knowledge of English mineralogists. 


Papers in Inorganic Chemistry. By G. E. R. 
Ellis. (Rivingtons.)—This little volume con- 
tains a large series of chemical examination 
questions, conveniently arranged in order of 
increasing difficulty. Many of the questions are 
original, while others have been collected from 
a wide range of papers set at recent examinations. 
Answers are given to such questions as involve 
calculations. The book may be useful to students 
who desire to test themselves before going up 
for examination ; and it will aid teachers in pre- 
paring questions for their chemical classes. 


Astronomy: a Simple Introduction to a Noble 
Science. By Edmund Neison, F.RA.S, Her 
Majesty’s Astronomer for Natal. (Ward, Lock 
& Co.)—A lengthened notice of this excellent 
work is scarcely necessary, the substance of it 
having already appeared as a series of popular 
articles in the pages of the Universal Instructor 
during the years 1880 to 1882. Mr. Neison 
is well known as one of our most distinguished 
physical astronomers, and also as having devoted 
very special attention to the department of 
astronomy called selenography, or the study 
of the condition and configuration of the moon’s 
surface, on which he published an exhaustive 
treatise, founded in great measure on his own 
observations, in the year 1876. When the 
new colonial observatory at Durban, Natal, was 
established, Mr. Neison took charge of it as 
the first director; and whilst on a visit to 
England last summer he put the articles to 
which we have referred into the shape of the 
volume before us, where they are distributed 
into two parts—the first forming a sort of his- 
torical introduction, and the second constituting 
a more systematic description. As a specimen 
of our author’s style and lucidity of description, 
we will quote his paragraph (p. 140) on the 
so-called maria or ‘‘ seas” of the moon: ‘“ This 
term was applied by Hevelius to denote the great 
comparatively level plains of the moon, which 
exhibit considerable resemblance to the beds of 
dried-up oceans or seas, though even in his time 
they were known not to be covered with water. 
These great tracts are at full moon distinctly 
visible to the naked eye as dark-grey spots, in 
places sharply separated from the purer light of 
the brighter portions, but in others gradually 
fading into them. Examined closely, they are 
seen to be crossed by numerous long ridges, 
mostly of magnificent height, and to contain many 
hills and crater pits. The maria are generally 
bordered by lofty ranges of rugged cliffs, broken 
here and there by ravines, indented in places by 
bays and gulfs, and projected at others into long 
promontories. At other times the border is 
formed either by gently rising slopes, or by long 
series of low parallel ridges. When attentively 
scrutinized, many traces can be detected of 
erosion and disintegration all round these 
coast-lines, and frequent evidences of alluvial 
deposits can be clearly perceived, all pointing to 
the fact that in these dark-grey maria we find 
the dried-up beds of the ancient lunar oceans. 
These maria constitute about two-fifths of the 
entire lunar surface. They are most numerous 
in the north and east, smaller towards the 
centre and west, and entirely absent from the 
south. They are named after fanciful properties, 
as the Mare Vaporum (sea of vapours), Mare 
Nubium (sea of clouds), &c. The principal are 
the Oceanus Procellarum, and the Mare Im-

brium, Mare Serenitatis, and Mare Tranquillj 
tatis. They are usually from 300 to 500 miles 
in diameter.” It is to be regretted that in bring. 
ing the information up to date the author has 
overlooked some matters of historical import. 
ance. Thus the discovery of the pringj 
division in Saturn’s ring is still attributed 
(p. 50) to Ball, though the mistake on which that 
view was based has been fully traced and ex- 
plained in the pages of the Observatory. There 
are also a few others which we hope the author 
will shortly be able to correct in a second edition, 
Thus at p. 66 we are told that Bradley was sue. 
ceeded as Astronomer Royal by Maskelyne 
ignoring the tenure of that office by Bliss, who 
before he actually entered on it frequently sup. 
plied Bradley’s place during the failing health 
of the latter ; also that Maskelyne died in 1818 
the true date being 1811. So useful a compen. 
dium is likely to be largely consulted, and it is 
a pity that it has not been provided with ap 
index. We cannot praise the style of the ep. 
gravings; but they are probably sufficient, a 
the author remarks, for the purpose intended— 
the elucidation of the descriptive text.

SOCIETY OF ANTIQUARIES.—Nov. 25,—Mr. J. 
Evans, President, in the chair—The Earl of Scar 
borough was elected a Fellow.—The President 
stated that the Roman baths at Bath had been re 
cently visited by Mr. J. H. Middleton and Mr. W.H. 
St. John Hope, and again by Mr. Hope aod Mr. 
Micklethwaite. An explicit promise had been given 
by Mr. Davis, the city surveyor, and Mr. Wilkiuson, 
the chairman of the Baths Committee, that the 
Roman remains shall be preserved intact, and not 
covered up nor concealed, and that they shall be 
made accessible beneath a floor placed at a reason: 
able height above them, and that openings shall be 
made in the brick walls carried across and cutting 
up the hypocaust.—A letter was read from the 
Mayor of Colchester reporting the discovery of 4 
Roman pavement at Colchester, and of remains of 
Roman buildings, &c., at Brightlingsea. — Mr. F. 
Mitchell exhibited a coloured drawing of a Romat 
pavement recently found at Caerwent,—Mr. P. B.D. 
Cooke a remarkable bronze stirrup, of Scandinavial 
workmanship, discovered in a peat bog at Mottisfont, 
Hants.—and the Rev. J. C. Jackson a Scandinavial 
sword with silver-mounted hilt, said to have beet 
found in the Temple Church, but which more pro 
bably came from the Thames.—Mr. C. H. Head 
communicated some notes on these last two objects 
—The President exhibited a Danish sword-hilt, 
beautifully inlaid with silver niello work, lately dis 
covered near Wallingford. This he believed to have 
been lost there by its owner either in 1006 or 1013, 
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in both of which years Wallingford was attacked 
: the Danes. These dates well agree with that 
assigned to the sword.—Mr. T. F. Kirby exhibited 
rtion of a fine series of waterwork panels lately 
found used as partitions at Winchester College, and 
which he supposed to be part of the decorations put 
up by John White, warden in 1554, in honour of the 
marriage Of Philip and Mary. The panels have, 
however, an earlier look, and as John White in 1554 
was also Bishop of Lincoln, the initials I.W. found 
on the panels could hardly have been then painted 
as his—Mr. A. Atkinson communicated a detailed 
account of the prehistoric boat found at Brigg. 

ve, 2.—Mr. J. Evans, President, in the chair.—It 
was reported that the remains of the archiepiscopal 
palace at Croydon were in danger of destruction, 
and » hope was expressed that means would be 
found to avert the mischief.—Mr. Geo. Maw ex- 
Libited a curious specimen of glazed or enamelled 
stone from Gatacre Old House, near Bridgenorth, 
the whole surface of which was glazed after the 
building was finished in such a way as to cover all 
the joints as well.—The Rev. J. C. Browne exhibited 
some specimens of heraldic paving tiles recently 
found in All Saints’, Maidstone. Mr. Browne also 
exhibited the figures of a bishop and a king, each 
formed by two tiles, which Mr. Franks thought were 
originally wall-tiles. These have not been met with 
elsewhere.—Major Cooper exhibited a drawing of 
one of a series of tiles found at Toddington Manor, 
with the figure of a mounted knight.—Dr. F, Renaud 
exhibited and presented full-sized drawings of the 
remarkable tile pavement in Prior Crauden’s chapel 
at Ely. The most singular part of it is the repre- 
sentation of the Temptation, which is formed by 
separate pieces fitted together after the manner of 
a stained-glass window.—Mr. E. Peacock communi- 
cated some interesting notes from the records of 
the manor of Bottesford, Lincolnshire. 





BRITISH ARCHZZOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.— Dee. 1, 
—Rev. Dr. S. Simpson in the chair.—The completion 
of the reparation of the old folhouse of Great Yar- 
mouth was announced, the buildings being now used 
asa public library.—The safety of a Roman circular 
tomb at High Rochester (Bremenium) was reported, 
but some others, square in form, have been demo- 
lished to obtain stone for agricultural purposes, 
They stood along the course of Watling Street — 
The formation of a committee for the preservation 
of Old Croydon Palace was announced, and also the 
gratifying intelligence that funds have been sub- 
scribed sufficient to enable a lease to be taken fora 
short period. The demolition of the buildings for 
a time is thus averted, and it is hoped that some 
useful purpose may be found to ensure their perma- 
nent preservation. — Dr. A. C. Fryer described the 
discovery of a vessel about 80 ft. in length, deeply 
embedded in mud, at the Catt Water, Plymouth. The 
craft is clinker built. of unknown age, having a 
quantity of flints in her hold. There do not appear 
to have been any masts.—The Chairman exhibited 
some portions of a Roman pavement recently found 
beneath the site of his former church, St. Matthew’s, 
Friday Street, removed a few years since.—Mr. W., 
de Gray Birch exhibited the impression of a fifteenth 
century seal of John de Cleris, Inquisitor, recently 
found in Yorkshire, and now belonging to Lady 
Downe.—Mr. Loftus Brock exhibited a large linen 
counterpane worked in one of the old houses on 
London Bridge, said to be part of the wedding 
trousseau of the wife of Sir E. Osborne, in 1582 
Lord Mayor of London. The lady was rescued 
from drowning when a child by her father’s appren- 
tice, who afterwards became her husband. The 
counterpane is entirely covered with elaborate needle- 
work patterns. — The first paper was read by the 
Chairman, and was entitled ‘St. Vedast.’ Foster 
lane was mentioned, and the change of the name 
of the lane from that of the saint was traced 
through various gradations. There is no reason for 
the latter part of the name, St Vedast alias Foster, 
by which the church is now known.—The second 
paper was*On the Traders’ Signs on Old London 
Bridge, by Mr. H. Syer Cuming, in which the names 
ofa number of the shops were obtained from the 
title-pages of old books printed or suld on the 
bridge,

dental allusion was made to the smallest of the white 
forms of N. tazzetta in the island of Teneriffe. Of 
the autumnal species reference was made to V. nudi- 
florus, which had been lost sight of for half a century, 
but rediscovered by Mr. Maw in 1883 in the neigh- 
bourhoed of Gibraltar, and again recently near Tan- 
gier. A hybrid between XN. viridiflorusand N. sero- 
tinus was found by him close to Gibraltar, and a 
series of hybrids between J. viridiflorus and N. 
elegans were got in North Morocco. Mr. Maw stated 
that V. serotinus was limited to the south of Spain 
and J elegans to the Morocco coast, the latter plant 
bearing true leaves. He mentioned the abundance 
in flower and fruit of a small amaryllid, Tapeinan- 
thus humilis, Herbert, as occurring eight miles south 
of Tangier.—Dr. Day read a paper on the Lochleven 
trout, which is the form that has been utilized by 
Sir J. Maitland at Howietoun, where the elevation is 
similar to that of their original home, distant about 
twenty-five miles thence. These fish are known by 
their numerous cxcal appendages, and up to their 
fourth or fifth year they are ofa silvery grey with 
black, but no red, spots ; subsequently they become 
of a golden purple, with numerous black and red 
spots. Undergrown ones take on the colour of the 
burn trout. Remove these fish toa new locality and 
they assume the form and colour of the indigenous 
trout. In 1883 asalmon parr and Lochleven trout 
were crossed, and the young have assumed the red 
adipose dorsal fin and white-edged margins to the 
dorsal and ventral, also the orange edges to both 
sides of the caudal—all colours found in the brook 
trout, but not in the salmon or Lochleven trout. The 
statements that the maxilla in this form does not ex- 
tend to behind the eye, the absence of a knob on the 
lower jaw in old breeding males, and the difference 
in the fins from those of Salmo fario were shown to 

erroneous.—Dr, H. Trimen read a paper ‘On 
Hermann’s Ceylon Herbarium and Linnieus’s Flora 
Zeylanica.’ The collection of dried plants and the 
drawings of living ones made in Ceylon by Paul 
Hermann in the later half of the seventeenth cen- 
tury »ossess a special interest as being the first im- 
portant instalment of material towards a knowledge 
of the botany of the East Indies ; but Hermann him- 
self, who died in 1695, published very little of this 
material. Some of his MSS. were subsequently 
printed by W. Sherard, including a catalogue of 
the herbarium as then existing, under the title of 
‘Museum Zeylanica’ (1717). This herbarium was 
lost sight of till 1744, when it was recognized by 
Linnzus in a collection sent to him frem Copen- 
hagen. After two years’ work at it, Linnaeus pro- 
duced in 1747 his ‘ Flora Zeylanica,’ in which all the 
tapes that he could determine are arranged under 
nis genera, At that date Linnzus had not initiated 
his binomial system of nomeuclature, but in his 
subsequent systematic works he quoted the numbers 
of the * Flora Zeylanica,’ and thus Hermann’s speci- 
mens became the types of a number of Linnzus’s 
species, for the most part additional to those in his 
own herbarium in the possession of the Linnean 
Society.—A short paper ‘On a New Species of Bra- 
chyonchus from the Mergui Archipelago, by Mr. 
H., W. Bates, was read by the Secretary.

Mr. Wii11am Fawcett, one of the assistants 
in the Department of Botany in the British 
Museum, has been appointed by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies to the post of Director 
of the Public Gardens and Fiantations in 
Jamaica. A vacancy is thereby occasioned in 
the botanical staff of the Museum, which will 
be filled up ia the usual manner, i.e., by com- 
petition among candidates nominated by the 
principal Trustees. 

Tue Indian papers report the death of Babu 
Prasanna Kumar Sarvadhikari, who was for 
many years Principal of the Sanskrit College at 
Calcutta, and was the author of several mathe- 
matical treatises in the Bengali language. 


Tue vacant Professorship of Chemistry at 
Owens College, Manchester, has at last been 
filled up by the appointment of Mr. Harold 
B. Dixon, F.R.S., Fellow of Balliol College, 
Oxford. Mr. Dixon has done excellent work as 
a teacher at Balliol. 

Ir will be-remembered that Dr. J. Palisa 
discovered two small planets on the 31st of 
March, and afterwards named one of them 
(No. 254) Augusta. It is now announced that 
he has named the other (No. 255) Oppavia ; 
also that he has named Nos. 257 and 260, dis- 
covered by him on the 5th of April and the 
3rd of October, Silesia and Huberta respectively, 

Tue second and concluding volume of Mr. 
Frederick Clifford’s work on ‘ Private Legisla- 
tion,’ which will in a few days be published by 
Messrs. Butterworth, contains, besides a detailed 
history of the Londen water supply, several 
chapters describing the great sanitary and other 
works carried out by local authorities, and their 
effect upon public health and comfort, especially 
among the humbler classes. Incidentally a 
complete account is for the first time given of 
the origin and objects of the Coal and Wine 
Duties, and the successive statutes relating to 
them. 

M. M. A. VeRneuit publishes in the Annales 
de Chimie et de Physique for November an ex- 
cellent paper, ‘Recherches sur quelques Com- 
binaisons Azotées du Sélénium,’ which is one 
of the most important memoirs produced on the 
combinations of this remarkable element. 

Tue Bulletin de 1’ Académie Impériale des 
Sciences de St. Pétersbourg, Tome XXX., No. 4, 
contains amongst other valuable papers one by 
M. O. Struve on ‘La Photographie au Service 
de l’Astronomie,’ and one by Dr, P, A. Muller 
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‘ Sur la Différence Electromotrice et la Pularisa- 
tion des Electrodes des Lines Télégraphiques.’ 

Tue Annual Report of the Secretary for Mines 
and Water Supply for Victoria for the year 1885 
has been sent us. This report contains informa- 
tion on a greater variety of subjects connected 
with mining than any similar report which has 
been issued from the department. It is satis- 
factory to find that the total number of mining 
accidents was less than for any previous year. 
The average number of persons killed by mining 
accidents in Victoria during 1885 per 1,000 
persons employed was 1°479. During the twelve 
years for which a record of mining accidents 
has been kept, the number of persons killed 
was 713, or an average of fifty-nine per annum. 
Carefully written accounts of each accident 
are given, also descriptions and drawings of the 
maghinery employed in the mines, and generally 
all that relates to mining engineering. 

Tue deaths are announced of M. Jules Lich- 
tenstein, known by his researches with regard 
to the phylloxera ; and of Prof. M. Websky, one 
of the most distinguished mineralogists in Ger- 
many. 

Mr. R. L. J. Ectery, F.R.S., the Government 
Astronomer of Victoria, forwards to us_ his 
‘Monthly Record of Observations in Meteoro- 
logy and Terrestrial Magnetism during June,

CHRISTMAS BOOKS, 


Miss K. Greenaway has illustrated, in a 
mannered style, but with admirable spirit and 
humour, Mr. Bret Harte’s amusing novelette 
The Queen of the Pirate Isle (Chatto & Windus) 
The designs have been printed in colour, The 
grotesque inspiration and rather rough fun of 
the author do not suit the artist so well as the 
undercurrent of playful kindliness which runs 
through the little romance and gives to it the 
character of a tiny fairy tale of most excellent 
foolery. 


More ‘ Graphic’ Pictures, by Randolph Calde- 
cott (Routledge & Sons), are printed in colours 
and aimilar to the old aquatints. The first series 
of designs, called ‘The Legend of Old Chromer.’ 
depicts in an amusing fashion how Indigo Jones, 
R.A., found a young sketcher painting on the 
Norfolk coast, and expressed his disapproval 
of the work ; how he, to the despair of the 
youth, demonstrated to the bystanders how 
the thing should be done; how the Miss 
Joneses sympathized with the sensitive artist ; 
how, after other adventures, the younger Miss 
Jones found him disguised in a beaver hat 
and green smock-frock in a remote place and 
painting ; and, finally, how she ‘‘ intentionally” 
married him. Other series succeed, all leading 
to and terminating in matrimony. The designs 


are very lively indeed, and in no respect differ | 


from other works of the same hands: higher 
praise we cannot give them.—A, Apple Pie, by 
Miss Kate Greenaway, is published by Messrs. 


Routledge, and is full of beautiful colour and all | 


the charms of childish manners, joy, and gentle- 
ness as they are revealed to the artist. It takes 


the form of an alphabet of designs illustrating 
a world of youthful beauty and grace, from 
A, dancing round a monumental tart, to Z, where 
the white-clad maidens trudge off to bed, each 
bearing her portion of the repast. The grace, 
vivacity, homeliness, and Englishness of the 
pretty little figures in the whole series of designs 
more than justify the reputation of the artist. 
From the same publishers we have received 7'he 
Baby's Own Alsop, “ condensed in rhyme, with 
portable morals, pictorially pointed by Walter 
Crane,” a whole body of designs cleverly printed 
in colours by Mr. E. Evans. The ‘‘ morals” are 
terse and “‘ portable ” enough in all conscience, 
and yet they have both force and spirit. The 
designs are varied and full of a sort of classical 
romance which is quite noble in its way, and 
they are treated in an appropriate Greek style, 
which has peculiar humour of its own. Mr. 
Crane’s inexhaustible fancy has furnished many 
stately and beautiful figures in fine composi- 
tions, such as that of Juno and the peacocks 
at the foot of her throne. Very good in com- 
position and overflowing with spirit and grace 
are the peacocks eyeing the jackdaw who 
adorned himself with and marched about in 
their feathers ; the surprise and disdain of the 
great birds are intensely expressive. Quite as 
good is the fox studying a tragic mask ; the 
story of the Cock and the Pearl was never so 
vigorously depicted; the Fox without a Tail 
is admirably drawn. By adhering to classic 
colours, incidents, and costumes, Mr. Crane has 
added to the interest of the fables he has illus- 
trated. Among the best groups are those of the 
Ungrateful Wolf conferring with the Stork, and 
the Fisherman and the Fish.—Messrs. Marcus 
Ward & Co. have published, in a picturesque and 
striking binding designed by the artist, Mr. W. 
Crane, d Romance of the Three Rs, in three sec- 
tions, being Little Queen Anne, Put-hooks and 
Perseverance, and Slute-pencil vania. Each of 
these is worthy of the artist, and it would 
be difficult to bestow higher praise upon them. 
They are entirely in his best vein. The first 
abounds in a stately sort of humour and 
grandiose fun. How Queen Anne was received 
by the Three Rs arrayed in picturesque attire, 
like so many Kings of Cologne, is a telling ex- 
ample. Her majesty, unconscious of the terrors 
of the alphabet, does not hesitate to accept the 
blandishments of Reading, clad as a sort of 
knight-errant in stationery. ’Rithmetic, an 
Oriental sage, serves up the numerals on a 
slate by way of refreshment. Queen Anne and 
Miss Muffet, her inevitable spider hanging near, 
make a pretty group as they take afternoon 
tea, and are disturbed by Dr. Grammar, an 
old gentleman in acollege gown. The hervic 
chivalry of the boy knight in ‘ Pot-hooks and 
Perseverance’ is finely displayed in several 
telling cuts. Of ‘Slate-pencil-vania’ we have 
already spoken.—There is a good deal of nice 
and rich colour in the pictures belonging to At 
Home Again, by J. G. Sowerby and T. Crane, 
but the drawing of the little childish figures is 
weak, and the designs of the groups are rather 
poor, if not tame. If the artists had taken pains 
enough to impart the graces of finish and choice 
drawing to these figures, they would have been 
worthy of higher praise than we can give them. 
As they are, these fully coloured illustrations 
differ extremely in value, and include some 
capital floral borders and single figures which 
pay to Miss Kate Greenaway the compliment 
of imitation, and also suggest the influence of 
Mrs. Allingham. Among the best and simplest, 
and enriched with good colour, are (1) the 
scene in a backyard ; (2) the garden scene with 





one child reading to another swinging in a ham- 
mock ; and (3) the little maiden returning from 
hanging out her doll’s clothes to dry. On the 
whole, these pictures just miss being very good. 
—Glad Hours, a mixed collection of good and 
bad woodcuts, most of which seem not to be new, 
comes to us from Messrs. Ward, Lock & Co. 
| The designs comprising animals are far better 





than those of human figures, while some land. 
scapes are decidedly bad. — Under the Mistle. 
toe, indifferent coloured pictures of children 
and rather pretty vignettes in brown, comes to 
us from Messrs. Griftith, Farran & Co., who are 
responsible for All Round the Clock, Christmas 
Roses, and Fairy Folk, The first three are of 
German origin, and exhibit the defects of the 
school to which they belong, and few of itg 
merits. The last book owes its illustrations to 
Miss (or Mrs.) I. Berkley, who is not a great 
artist.—The Little Painter’s Text-Book contains 
some very tame designs, with a few rather well. 
drawn, but commonplace flower borders in mono. 
chrome. Floral Fancies, in which the floral and 
insect borders are not bad, comes to us, like the 
last, from Messrs. Wells Gardner & Co. At best 
both these things are dull and poor.—Dary 
and the Gobiin, by C. E. Carryl, is issued by 
Messrs. F. Warne & Co., and contains not a bad 
grotesque story and afew rather clever page cuts, 
It is not a book we covet.—Very spirited is the 
rather gaudily coloured narrative Tppoo, a Tale 
of a Tiger, which has a good deal of fun in it, 
and is published by Messrs. G. Routledge & 
Sons, who have issued Jn the Cowntry, Kingie, 
Kittie’s Adventures, and More Romps. The former 
three are mixed collections of woodcuts and texts 
for children. The last comprises very loosely 
designed and poorly drawn cuts, of which the 
fun, though lively, is extravagant. The artist is 
Mr. H., Furniss. 








THE INSTITUTE OF PAINTERS IN OIL COLOURS, 


CHIEFLY because it comprises works by able 
men making an essay more or less tentative of 
their powers, and thus indicating what is to be 
looked for in the future, this is to experts the 
most interesting exhibition in London. If the 
managers would only follow Mr. Whistler’s ex. 
ample, and reject all but a hundred of the eight 
hundred pictures they have hung, it might be 
made attractive and instructive. As it now 
is most of the works the public are asked 
to look at here are mere rubbish. We have 
selected thirty-four productions of the first rank, 
and twenty-seven others that are noteworthy. 
Of most of the rest nobody need take account. 

In order to bring to the front the best thing 
in the exhibition, we reverse the order of the 
catalogue, and put first Mr. D. Downing’s Sus. 
picions (No. 680), a consultation between a 
lady and a much older gentleman, seated 
at breakfast in an inn parlour. The lady’s air 
is full of animation, her attitude expressive, 
and the truth and mobility of the play of features 
it would be hard indeed to surpass. The acees- 
sories of the scene, the effect of interior light, 
the broad and simple dispositions of the colour, 
light, and shadow, are first rate.—A Reverie and 
a Dream (777), a young matron brooding on the 
future of a child asleep under the shadow of a 
tree at her feet, by Mr. L. Calkin, is energetic in 
design, vigorously if somewhat heavily handled, 
and possessed of that rarest of good qualities, a 
style of its own.—The Time-worn Treasures 
(781) of Miss F. E. Nesbitt, a finely painted 
group of antique relics, is a capital picture, full 
of colour and excellent in its imitations of tex- 
tures and tints. Its best feature is a necklace 
of beads, chiefly amber.—- There is much 
genuine fun in On a Voyage of Discovery (761), 
a big puppy clambering up the side of a can, 
and Nemesis (769), the can and puppy overset 
in a deluge of milk, a “pair” of well-painted 
jokes, by Mr. 8. Berkeley. 

A few capital seascapes may be taken next. 
Smacks Riding it Out (768), and rolling about 
in stormy weather, deserves admiration for the 
expressive draughtsmanship and rich colouring 
of the rushing current of waves as well as 
for its capital sky. The clouds are less 
studied than the water. It is one of the 
very best of Mr. W. L. Wyllie’s productions. 
His Bumboats alongside White Star S.S. (281) 
is much less creditable to him. Although 
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a 
the design is excellent and the whole is ex- 
tremely effective, it is coarse, and in much of 
its local colour and hot shadows crude and un- 
true.—Light Airs, Mid-Channel (759), by Mr. 
Hl. Moore, has something like Titianesque ful- 
ness of colouring and strong harmonies of tone, 
and is painted in a much deeper key than its 
artist generally permits to himself. Represent- 
ing with admirable force, learning, and spirit a 
weltering dark-blue sea and darkly glowing sky, 
it is of high artistic value.—Although its colour 
and tones are forced and heavy, and altogether 
coarse, Mr. C. N. Hemy’s Land’s End Crabbers 
(699) is a vigorous reading of the subject. If 
refined this specimen of an artist who rarely 
does himself so much justice would be admir- 
able. As it is, the black-brown shadows and 
heavily painted water are as false as they are 
injurious. —In At Tyn-y-Groes, Dolgelly (719), 
Mr. “A. de Bréanski has painted cleverly a 
mountain valley charged with vapour, through 
which strong sunbeams penetrate.—Mr. Wim- 
peris’s autumnal panorama of a weald and river 
seen from a height, No. 696, is masculine, and, 
besides other capital features, offers some of 
the deftest and most characteristic draughts- 
manship of trees in the exhibition. It is a pity 
itis rather heavy and not innocent of paint.— 
The Autumn (646) of Mr. A. G. Bell is a some- 
what French picture of the view over a marsh in 
yaporous weather ; it is, though simple, broad, 
homogeneous, and true to nature, and the distance 
is delicately rendered. 

We consider Mr. E. J. Gregory’s showy and 
demonstrative schoolgirl ‘‘ Kept In” (637) 
an unworthy and unfortunate specimen by 
an artist of note and capacity. The drawing 
is bad, the proportions are worse, and the 
very motive of the design, energetic as it is, 
is an appeal to the gallery. The carnations 
are strongly painted, and there is a good deal of 
effective brush-play in the hair and ill-drawn 
features. Arrived (485), by the same painter, 
an elfish-looking damsel touching ground in a 
canoe, which she paddles to shore, is clever and 
spirited in conception and design ; the canoe is 
exquisitely drawn and painted, and the action 
of the girl is well rendered, but she is out of 
proportion to the boat, and her right arm is out- 
rageously bad in proportion and drawing. The 
meadow-shore is crude in colour, and a very bad 
element of the composition.—The English Sum- 
mer Day (606) of Mr. E. Parton, birches by 
a shining pool, and much foliage in a veiled 
atmosphere, is very delicate and harmonious, 
although the sky is mechanical. We do not care 
somuch for his On the Derwent (221), yet it is 
artistic. 

The Sunny Isles (597) of Mr. B. Hook is a 
brilliant, rich, and solid picture of green and 
sandy islets set in a deep-blue sea. His ‘‘ Weel 
may the Keel Row ” (345) possesses similar quali- 
ties and is even more solid and highly finished. 
—Miss I. Tayler’s Runswick Cobbles (565) is 
technically a capital piece of art, in fact one 
of the best here, and delightful in its rich 
and harmonious colouring.—The Orchard (435) 
is one of the prettiest, neatest, and most deli- 
cate of the minor works of Mr. A. Hughes: 
a girl in a sunlit orchard with a calf. The 
picture is distinguished by the softest ena- 
mel-like colouring, delicate harmony of tone, 
purity, and brilliancy. The damsel is graceful 
without posing, her dress is most delicately and 
carefully painted. We admire the calf too.—A 
New Piece (419), by Mr. A. Foord Hughes, does 
not please us so much as other works of his.— 
The Bookworm (410), the crowded interior of a 
brie-d-brac shop, by Mr. J. W. Chapman, is 
generally speaking too yellow, but the figure 
of the bookworm and the abundance of finished, 
solid details will charm the visitor.—Afternoon 
Tea, Whitechapel (418), by Miss (or Mrs.) Mur- 
tay-Cookesley, deserves warm praise for spirit 
and thorough finish. Though rather hard—a 


ably bracketed with Mr. H. S. Marks’s Rest 
(388), an old man in a green smock-frock, which 
is distinguished by warm colour and broad, soft, 
reposeful tones of an interior light.—There is 
abundant spirit, much good design, and credit- 
able painting in Mr. W. H. Overend’s ‘‘’7'was 
in Trafalgar’s Bay” (377). 

A group of landscapes may be introduced 
by Mr. W. B. Gardner’s Start Bay (876), a 
broad and true effect ; choice draughtsmanship 
and right coloration after nature suffer here from 
slight excess of paint.—The Hill Side (357) is by 
Mr. C. W. Wyllie, and gives with delightful 
truth, softness, breadth, finish, harmony, and 
aérial grading a view near the mouth of the 
Thames.—Comparable in its technical qualities, 
but composed of very different materials, is Mr. 
O. Weber’s Polurrian Cove (359). We have the 
sandy shore, dark cliffs, and many finely painted 
cows in a bright and pearly light.—Chez Nous 
(341), by Mr. L. Wyburd, the interior of a well- 
known bric-d-brac shop at Rouen (?), seems to 
deserve a better place, because it is distinguished 
by rare research, a firm, careful, solid mode of 
painting, and a good, clear, yet broad effect.—In 
Sir J. D. Linton’s ambitious No. 307, represent- 
ing a scene from ‘ Peveril of the Peak,’ the 
figures have even less animation than usual, the 
shadows are excessively black, and the design 
does not move us. Of course it is a scholarly pro- 
duction, although mannered, and more desirable 
than his still more pretentious pictures in the 
Academy. By the same is a learned head and 
bust of a woman, distinguished by rich colours 
and dark tones, and called Sophia (472). No 
one here understands the making of a picture 
better than this artist, whose finish is less 
thorough than it appears. 

The last remark is applicable to Miss E. 
Pickering’s laboured Luna (262), ensconced 
within her shining crescent before her darkened 
mirror, and bound with purple cords. Excepting 
the bust, which is not Diana’s, the effort after 
high technique in this ambitious figure does not 
sustain criticism. By the same painter is The 
Sea Maidens (46), a row of naked mermaids 
standing upright on their tails, which appear to 
be double, in the blue sea, and how supported 
we do not know. Their faces are very much 
alike, their carnations are flat and of pale 
yellow, their actions are tame, and tell nothing 
of the ladies’ intentions or the painter’s meaning. 
There is no danger here of the charms of 
mermaids being fatal to mariners. The com- 
pany of artists among whom Miss Pickering is 
eminent delight in suggesting yearning in the 
eyes and other features of boneless, lifeless, 
and altogether vague nudities. There is more 
yearning than usual here, and less purpose and 
energy. While its colour is, though a mere con- 
vention, and mannered and borrowed, accept- 
able, we should like beauty, passion, movement, 
and learning. 

Among the noteworthy minor landscapes is 
Mr. H. Gandy’s Sandhills (245), a striking and 
beautiful study of nature, of furze on a sunlit 
dune, of a wind-tortured dwarf oak, rushes, 
and a few birds. The sentiment of the lonely 
place is perfect. The shadows are hot and dark ; 
the foreground is flat.—_The Dominican Fare (251) 
of Mr. Sadler, a group of monks dining on fish, 
is respectable in execution, and has some coarse, 
but genuine humour. It is rather painty.—- 
Salisbury Meadows (155) reminds us of a former 
picture of Mr. H. Goodwin's. It is an autumnal 
effect, distinguished by its truth of lighting and 
broad, fine, local colouring. We recommend to 
the visitor Grey Morning, the Old Church, Maid- 
stone (130), by the same.—Among the portraits 
Mr. Kennedy’s Mrs. Burne (145) is prominent, 
and shows, with much softness, fine character, 
and good painting throughout, an elderly lady 
seated before a book, holding her spectacles ; the 
carnations and the expression are lifelike and 
painter-like. Of elderly ladies Mr. Kennedy 


Mrs. Arthur Heywood (638), although the 
flesh and lighting are alike excellent. — The 
Mouth of the Dovey (101) is Mr. C. P. Knight’s 
single contribution, and perhaps the richest in 
tints and warmest of his pictures. It is a pano- 
rama of sands, undercliff, and sea in summer. 
Soft and full in tint and tone, it is rather painty. 
—Miss H. Cridland’s Offers of Assistance (90) is, 
though rather heavy in painting, a capital piece 
of spirited execution and good in design.—On 
Warnham Lake (64), by Mr. A. East, represents, 
in the half-veiled light of summer afternoon, 
water painted to repeat the sky: a capital work. 
—The Roses (19) of Mr. H. Dalziel is very rich, 
soft, and luminous.—No. 6, a girl in pink re 
clining with folded arms, by Mr. E. A. Ward, is 
deftly drawn, and modelled with tact to an 
almost stereoscopic relief. 

We are able, in general terms only, to recom- 
mend to the observer the following pictures = 
Mr. J. R. Reid’s The Thames, Evening (7), with 
its glowing colour and some slovenliness ; Mr.

Mr. F. H. Potter’s Afternoon Tea (55), a De 
Hooghish study of colour in a rough way, 
showing a girl in red by a green portiére; Mr. 
C. M. Round’s effective and strong, but some- 
what unrefined Portrait of A. M. Broadley, Esq. 
(75), seated in a room full of ancient relics ; Mr. 
8. Hart’s voluptuous damsel reclining, called 
Idle (86); Mr. E. Hayes’s Dover Roads (112), 
where a somewhat satiny sea is redeemed by the 
expression of motion; Mr. E. M. Hale’s clever 
sketch of A Sculptor’s Model (114), a girl stand- 
ing naked against white marble; Mr. T. Graham’s 
rather coarse reading of Reynolds in the life-size 
figure of a jovial lass named Saucy Sally (124) ; 
Mr. F. Goodall’s sunny and less than usually 
artificial Sugar-Cane Market, Cairo (136); Mr. 
H. Hardy’s Arranging the Next Beat (198), a 
hunting scene, with many deftly depicted little 
figures in a wood, but the men stand ill on 
their feet ; Mr. W. Gale’s Siren (204), a plump, 
naked nymph reclining on rocks and girt with 
weed, a learned and careful exercise, instinct 
with the lamp; Mr. Weekes’s pigs, coarsely 
humorous and good, entitled ‘‘ You’re on my 
Lay” (206); Mr. T. W. Wilson’s Set Fair! (239) 
a florid Coastguard officer standing by his garden 
gate ; Mr. W. B.Gardner’s Near Dartmouth (255), 
a cleft in a dark rocky coast, with a dark-green 
sea below ; Mr. W. F. Calderon’s Rabbit Fanciers 
(282), in which there is too much paint, but 
some very good dogs; Mr. C. J. Staniland’s 
melodramatic Haunted Room (296), where a lady, 
or rather a lay figure, enters a spider-haunted 
chamber strewn with relics of a bygone feast and 
fight ; Window in the Drawing-Room, Hardwick 
Hall (300), by Mr. Fulleylove, a rich, well- 
lighted picture of old furniture and a sunny 
nook; Miss N. Huxley’s capitally painted 
ancient stone doorway of St. Erasmus’s Chapel, 
Westminster Abbey (313); Mr. F. Barraud’s 
An Old Melody (316), a girl at a pianoforte, with 
a tender expression and action; Mr. Beavis’s 
sketch of the Inniskilling Dragoons in 1759 
(389) ; Miss J. Hayllar’s nicely touched, bright, 
crisp, and solid Rosy Slumber (391), the interior 
of asunlit room ; Miss L. Varley’s Oranges and 
Winter Cherry (453); Mr. J. Scott’s charac- 
teristically conceived and painted Winter (458), 
a stately lady walking in a wood to feed the 
forest creatures in snowy weather; Mr. C. B. 
Barber’s picture of a dog, cat, and child, called

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THE SOCIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS, 


Unper its new President the Society of British 
Artists has been revolutionized, and many of 
its old characteristics have disappeared. We 
heartily trust that Mr. Whistler’s reforms may 
bring about a still greater change, and that 
he will banish altogether such pictures as 
bring the Society into contempt. It has a good 
deal of lost ground to recover, but a step in the 
right direction was taken when it was decided 
to limit the exhibition to two or occasionally 
three rows of paintings. We cannot say there 
are more good pictures hung than before, but it 
is certain there are fewer bad ones. 

As was to be expected, a strong savour of 
Impressionism as interpreted by Mr. Whistler 
prevails in the gallery, and this, so far as it indi- 
cates a considerable, though not always admir- 
able sort of independence, is welcome to the 
critic, who long ago became wearied of the dul- 
ness of the Society’s exhibitions. Anything is 
better than dulness. Monochromes in black 
and white, and pictures in low tones and sad- 
dened tints of all sorts, are numerous. There 
are snow-pieces, sea-pieces where foam is the 
chief thing, views of Oriental whitewashed 
streets with pallid purple shadows, and long 
and depressing stretches of wan sands, as grey 
as mist and drift can make them. No one need 
be surprised that ‘‘ nocturnes” less beautiful 
and much less refined than the President’s read- 
ings of nature are common on the walls, but, 
of course, they are not always called noc- 
turnes. Mr. Toovey’s Thames by Moonlight 
{No. 31) and Mr. Padgett’s Lonely Shore 
(93) are examples of this. They are not 
only not the worst here, but by no means bad 
in themselves.—Mr. E. M. Hale’s Dead (82), a 
clever nude life study of a woman made into a 
subject picture by a snowy background and 
an indication of a burning town, is one of the 
most accomplished things here.—A Grey Day 
(70), by Mr. C. W. Wyllie, is capital. —Over the 
Sunlit Sea (84), by Mr. C. H. M. Kerr, is 
strong, though flat, and gives in a right way a 
glimpse of pale water.—Mr. J. Fraser’s Fishing 
Boat making Gorleston Harbour (99) shows know- 
ledge of the movement of the sea, and is a 
fortunate representation of a fishing boat passing 
between pier-heads.—A First Impression (198), 
by Mr. C. Henley, an introduction scene, 
has some good character painting and a design 
rich in figures, of which the actions are appro- 

riate.—Mr. L. Thomson’s Leigh, Essex (204), 

as much force of colour and tone, while re- 
presenting in 2 silvery evening light a sand 
barge aground. 

Mr. Whistler’s Harmony in Red, Lamplight 
(227), depicts in subdued keys—for the veracity 
of which we dare not vouch—a whole-length, 
life-size figure of a lady dressed in dull blood-red 
end black. The free attitudes and frank poses 
of most of the figures Mr. Whistler calls por- 
traits are the most welcome to us of all his 

boldly asserted claims on public attention. More 
than one specimen of his powers in this respect 
will be found on these walls. But his Harmony 
tn White and Ivory (259) is described as “ un- 
finished.” We know of no reason for its ex- 
hibition in this state, but we are not at all sur- 
prised at the epithet. Itis the figure of a lady 
standing, but she is not set rightly on her feet. 
Her figure charms us with its broad and soft 
harmonies of colour and tone, comprising 
varied grades of warm pinkish-ivory-white on a 
greyer ground. The white cloak is in keeping 
with the rest of the work, and accents are sup- 
plied by the dark-brown hair and reddened car- 
nations. An Arrangement in Black, No. 10 
(312), is a life-size, whole-length figure, probably 
a portrait, of a lady, to which similar prin- 
ciples and courage equal to those apparent in 
the ‘Harmony’ have been characteristically 
applied by the same artist.—A girl in grey-blue 
with a violin, called Portrait of Miss White (231), 
by Mr. W. Stott, one of the most daring dis- 


ciples of the more vulgar mode of Impressionism, 
has a vigorous sort of harmony throughout, but 
the figure is absurdly ill-proportioned. The 
same painter's A Summer Day (245), naked 
boys gambolling in sunlight on a sandy shore, 
we saw at the Salon with very mixed 
feelings. Now that it is hung closer the eye 
its defects are more visible, and attest the 
painter’s audacity, while it makes us regret more 
than ever his wilfulness in thus trifling with his 
public. The Pastoral (438), in pastels, by the 
same artist, is an interesting and curious attempt 
to render nature with the simplest means, such 
as colour with little variety or richness and an 
atmosphere which is almost without light. 

In these examples, as well as in the portraits 
by Mr. Whistler (we except his landscapes with 
those whimsical names which seem intended to 
perplex amateurs), the art is of very limited 
application ; but, strange to say, while defying 
convention, it is beyond comparison the most 
conventional and question-begging of the mani- 
festations of design.—Mr. E. A. Hunt exhibits 
in Surla Plage, Grenville (237), a rather cleverly 
painted collection of ladies’ figures clad in gay- 
coloured and sparkling dresses on the seashore, 
in a soft, vaporous, sunlit effect. Mr. Hunt 
might have learnt to do better if he had imitated 
modern French art with care, taste, and self- 
restraint not manifest here.—The Incoming Tide 
(254), by Mr. W. A. Ingram, is a somewhat 
coarse, yet vigorous rendering of a tempestuous 
sea.—The Sunny Hours (387) of Mr. Y. King is 
a brilliant sand-piece. — Peter (416) and Elsie 
(417), by Mr. T. C. Gotch, are cleverly painted 
heads.—Margate from Westgate (487), by Mr. L. 
Browne, is a good and natural picture of the 
cliffs and sea.— We have reserved to the last the 
best picture in the gallery, a painting free from 
whim, coarseness, or false sentiment, the work 
of an artist who seems to respect himself, and to 
have been content to acquire by study an amount 
of technical skill such as is by no means common 
here, and to be willing to subordinate himself 
to his art. This is Mr. G. P. J. Hood’s life-size 
Portrait (250) of a girl dressed in black, with 
auburn hair, seated in a grey-walled room. Her 
expression 1s very sweet and genuine, and her 
attitude simple. It looks like a magnified Ter- 
burg without any stiffness or quaintness. 





MR. H. MARK ANTHONY. 


An able, poetical, vigorous, and original land- 
scape painter died on the 2nd inst. Mark 
Anthony was born in Rusholme Lane, Man- 
chester, and was baptized at Chorlton-on- 
Medlock on the 4th of August, 1817. He was, 
therefore, probably in his seventieth year. He 
was of Welsh extraction, and in his eighth year 
his family removed to Cowbridge, in Glamorgan- 
shire, where, later, he was placed with a country 
surgeon. Painting, however, had strong attrac- 
tions for Anthony. The doctor was a painter 
too, and probably the pupil had help in art from 
the man who undertook to teach him surgery ; at 
any rate when, his master failing, the lad was set 
at liberty, he obtained leave to study painting in 
London, where at the age of sixteen he arrived 
full of hope and confidence. Some property 
falling to his share enabled him to travel on the 
Continent for a long time, and to work at the 
Hague and in Paris. He stayed on in Paris, 
relying on his means, and thinking more of 
preparation than of practice. He remained 
abroad, we are told, about ten years. However, 
he was by no means idle. He worked in the 
Ateliers de Nuit in the Académie des Beaux- 
Arts, with Delaroche, Vernet, and others ag 
professors. His first exhibited picture was at 
the Academy in 1837, being ‘View on the 
Rhaidha (?), Glamorganshire.’ He next ap- 
peared at the British Institution in 1841 with 
‘On the Plains of Cressy, Rain passing Off’ ; 
and in the same year at the Society of British 
Artists he showed eight pictures, ‘Rhonddu, 





Glamorganshire,’ ‘ Near Scheveling,’ ‘ St. Denis,’ 


and other landscapes, the names of which attest 
his wanderings, and the fact that he was study; 
nature in many scenes under varying effects 
He continued frequently to exhibit until 1884, 
and he contributed to the Academy thirty-six 
pictures altogether. His last contribution Was 
‘The Stricken Oak,’ a twilight piece of much 
dignity and pathos. 

In 1837 he was at Fontainebleau, 
he became acquainted with Corot and Jules 
Dupré. At this period the Society of British 
Artists was in a comparatively eminent posi- 
tion. In 1845 Anthony became a member 
and continued so until 1852, when, in hope, 
of being elected an Associate of the Academ 
he resigned. Failing to obtain admittance to 
the Academical body, Anthony continued to 
show pictures at Suffolk Street as well as in 
Trafalgar Square and Pall Mall. In Suffolk 
Street he exhibited ‘Thoughtful Hours’; ‘Th, 
Village Bridal,’ 1853; ‘The Ferry, Twilight’. 
‘ Shadows from the Leaves’; ‘ The Glen at Eye’. 
‘ Prayer for the Absent’; ‘ Harvest Home’; ‘(ld 
Country Churchyard’; and ‘The Elm at Eye,’ 
In the Academy he had ‘ Beeches and Ferns’: 
‘The Monarch Oak,’ 1852 ; ‘ Nature’s Mirror’ 
1854; ‘Stonehenge, 1859; ‘A Relic of the 
Feudal Time’; ‘ Looking across the Common’; 
‘The Peace of the Valley’; ‘ Lerida’; ‘ Hex. 
perus’; ‘The Yew Tree’; ‘Night, Storm, 
and Darkness’; ‘ Stratford-on-Avon’; ‘ Rest for 
the Weary,’ 1865; ‘Evensong,’ 1873; and 
‘ An Incident by the Wayside.’ ‘ Evensong’ is 
in the Permanent Art Gallery at Liverpool, it 
represents Chingford Church as of old; ‘The 
Village Bridal’ is in the gallery at Wolver. 
hampton ; ‘ Night, Storm, and Darkness’ belongs 
to Mr. Leathart at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Anthony ought to have been made a member 
of the Royal Academy if that body is to be 
representative; that such men as he and 
Linnell remained outsiders gives force and 
point to most of the attacks made on the 
society. The cause would be hard to discover. 
Suffice it that Anthony strongly and rightly 
resented the slight thus put upon him. In time 
this exclusion seems to have told heavily upon 
him ; he lived in retirement, saw few even of his 
most loyal friends,and died, we fear, already more 
than half forgotten by the younger world. Hovw.- 
ever this may be, it is certain that no English 
landscape painter surpassed him in profound 
sympathy with the grave, melancholy, and 
dignified subjects he affected—twilight, mom- 
ing, dawn, calm grey noon, drift of rain among 
trees, still pools of water, and shadowy glens. 
His picture of ‘ Nature’s Mirror,’ which obtained 
the prize of the Liverpool Academy in 1854, we 
admired lately while describing, as one of “ The 
Private Collections of England,” No. LXXXIV. 
(Athen., No. 3070), the pictures of Mr. Woods, 
Bodlondeb, Conway. ‘The Old Churchyard,’ a 
noble picture, and perhaps Anthony’s master- 
piece, at all events one of his most characteristic 
works, we described with the art possessions of 
Mr. Grant Morris at Allerton Priory, Liverpool, 
in No. LXXVII. of the above-named series. 
On other occasions, while Mark Anthony con- 
tinued to exhibit his works, we have striven to do 
justice to his merits as a painter and his poetic 
force as a designer. Technically speaking, he 
was the only one of our landscape painters who 
could fairly be compared with Jules Dupré, 
whose art his resembled in many respects. 4 
prevailing sombreness of sentiment and a sad 
vein of design militated against his becom 
ing a popular painter, but when in his prime, 
and leading an important portion of the pro 
fession, the admirers of his art were legion, 
and, what delighted him most, among them were 
some of the best artists of the day, such # 
Rossetti, Madox Brown, and Landseer.

With the exception of the statement that the 
Libyan Ethiopians have curly hair, it does not, 
for the spears in the frieze seem to have steel 
heads ; however, I give the extract :-— 


“The Ethiopians were clothed in panthers’ and 
lions’ skins, and carried long bows, not less than 
four cubits in length, made from branches of the 

m-tree ; and on them they placed short arrows 
made of cane ; instead of iron, tipped with a stone, 
which was made sharp, and of that sort on which 
they engrave seals. Besides they had javelins, and 
at the tip was an antelope’s horn, made sharp, like 
glance ; they had also knotted clubs. When they 
were going to battle, they smeared one half of their 
pody with chalk, and the other half with red ochre. 
wthe Arabians and Ethiopians who dwell above 
Egypt, were commanded by Arsames, son of Darius 
a Artystone, daughter of Cyrus, whom Darius loved 
more than all his wives, and whose image he had 
made of beaten gold. The Ethiopians from the 
sun-rise (for two kinds served in the peer | 
were marshalled with the Indians, and did not at al 
differ from the others in appearance, but only in their 
language, and their hair. For the eastern Ethiopians 
are straight-haired ; but those of Libya have hair 
more curly than that of any other people. These 
Ethiopians from Asia were accoutred almost the 
same as the Indians; but they wore on their heads 
skins of horses’ heads, as masks, stripped off with 
the ears and mane; and the mane served instead 
of a crest, and the horses’ ears were fixed erect; 
and as defensive armour, they used the skins of 
cranes instead of shields. The Libyans marched, 
clad in leathern garments, and made use of javelins 
hardened by fire.”-—Herodotus, ‘ Polymnia,’ vii. 69 
to 71, Cary’s translation.

Sm Freperic LricuTon has almost entirely 
repainted and greatly improved his picture of 
‘The Slinger,’ an Egyptian husbandman stand- 
ing on a wooden stage, from which he overlooks 
acornfield. All the tone of the background has 
been deepened and otherwise altered ; the full 
moon rising over the corn and suffusing with 
her deep golden light the dark-blue cloudless 
firmament has been introduced with much suc- 
cess; the minor figures in the distance have 
disappeared, and consequently the composition 
and design have been simplified ; the corn has 
been made ruddier in colour and darker in tone ; 
and the coloration as a whole has been raised to 
a higher key. 

Amone some fortunately inaccurate state- 
ments which have been put in circulation lately 
concerning Mr. Watts’s pictures is one that all the 
ee on the walls of Mr. Prinsep’s Little 

olland House were destroyed when that build- 
ing was pulled down. Such is not the case ; 
these pictures, or rather many of them, were, 
with infinite trouble and some cost, peeled off 
the old walls by a means familiar to painters, 
and transferred to another house, the residence 
of a friend of the artist, to whom he gave them, 
and there they remain intact. 

An architectural duel of some interest is about 
tobe fought out at Athens between Dr. Dérpfeld 
andMr. Penrose. The former has broached the 
theory that the great Temple of Zeus Olympius 
is octostyle, and he has undertaken to make the 
hecessary excavations at the north corners of the 
east and west ends to establish the fact. The text 
of Vitruvius mentioning the existence of two 
great octostyle temples at Athens must, he says, 
be made to embrace the Temple of Athena on the 
Acropolis. Mr. Penrose maintains the hitherto 
commonly received opinion that the Temple of 
Zeus is decastyle, and he was so satisfied that the 
stones he observed on the surface were the sub- 
structure of the tenth column, that when making 

excavations in 1885 he did not think it worth 
While to have the spot cleared and the evidence 
made plain. The plates of Mr. Penrose’s forth- 
coming work on the temple, showing the recon- 
struction of the whole, have already been struck 
of. On the other hand, Dr. Dérpfeld’s theory 
is borne out by the recently discovered northern 
line of the peribolus of the temple. 





THE last discovery at Pergamus was of a small, 
but very beautiful Ionic temple, of low size, 
yet of admirable proportions and exquisite 
workmanship. Hitherto no clue has been found 
to the title of its dedication. Amongst the 
immense mass of antiquities now transferred to 
Berlin are vases, statues, architectural ornaments, 
and inscriptions. Herr Humann has already left 
Pergamus for Berlin to superintend their arrange- 
ment in the new Museum of Sculpture. 

Tue death is announced of the Baron Charles 
Arthur Bourgeois, a distinguished sculptor, who, 
born at Dijon May 19th, 1838, entered the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts October 8th, 1857, and 
obtained the Prix de Rome in 1863. In the 
same year he won a Medal of the Third 
Class, a rappel in 1870 ; a Medal of the Second 
Class in 1873 for his ‘Une Esclave’; and a 
Medal of the Third Class at the Exposition Uni- 
verselle, 1878. Among his leading works are 
*‘Héro et Léandre,’ ‘Charmeur de Serpents,’ 
‘Danseuse Egyptienne,’ ‘St. Joachim’ for St. 
Eustache, ‘La Religion’ for the Sorbonne, ‘La 
Moisson’ for the Tuileries, ‘ Un Chasseur de Cro- 
codiles’ for the Muséum, and ‘Cardinal Mathieu’ 
for the Cathedral of Besancon. He produced 
many busts, noteworthy among which is that of 
Lamartine for the Institut. So says the Chro- 
nique des Arts.

Tue Print Room has recently been enriched 
by the addition of that fine and important copy 
of Byron’s ‘English Bards and Scotch Re- 





viewers’ which, while at the shop of Mr, Bain, 


in the Haymarket, lately attracted public at- 


tention. It is a folio, inlaid with 193 prints 
and drawings, some of which are fine and rare ; 
especially remarkable among them is a capital 
portrait in water colour of Charles Lamb as he 
appeared in 1819, by G. F. Joseph. In the 
same collection may be seen a set of extremely 
brilliant and powerful impressions of Piranesi’s 
works, formed at Rome by Sir W. Gregory, 
and without the text. On this account they are 
placed in the Print Room rather than the Library 
of the British Museum. They form an admir- 
able representation, according to the engraver, 
of the scenery and antiquities of Rome during 
his time. 

THE regulations of the next Salon have been 
already issued, and it is pleasant to see that the 
rule which prohibits any artist sending more 
than two of his works is maintained. Before 
long, it is to be hoped, the labours of the Select- 
ing Committee of the Royal Academy will be 
simplified, if not lightened, by a similar rule, to 
be applicable to ‘‘ outsiders,” if not also to mem- 
bers of the Academy. The latter may fairly 
claim some advantage, and, as it is, few of them 
use their privileges to the full. By making the 
artists select their own works we should be sure 
to have the best. Pictures are to be delivered at 
the Palais des Champs Elysées between the 
10th and 15th of March next inclusive, between 
11 and 6 o’clock. Another rule might be adopted 
among us from the regulations of the Salons— 
that which permits pictures to be in black frames, 
or frames en bois nature! foncé, as well as gilt 
frames. The Academy should certainly insist on 
limiting the width of the frames, which are now 
such conspicuous features of the exhibitions. 
Three-inch flats of gilt, tinted, or black wood 
ought to suffice for the biggest paintings, and 
the space thus gained would in each row admit 
one more picture, or allow small intervals be- 
tween the works severally. Artists would thus 
escape having to pay for damages to costly 
frames, which are unavoidable in the hanging 
of every exhibition. The next Salon will be 
opened on Sunday, May Ist, and closed on 
Thursday, June 30th. Modifications of pre- 
vious rules as regards medals to be awarded, 
&c., appear in the new regulations. The tickets 
of admission are, as in some cases during the 
Exposition of 1878, to bear the photographic 
likenesses of the holders. Contributors of dip- 
tychs and triptychs will not be allowed to send 
another picture. 

Mr. T. N. Mactan has just completed the 
full-size model of a statue to be executed in 
Sicilian marble, and placed over a tomb at Wies- 
baden. It is a portrait-figure of a lady, and is 
intended to convey the idea of the Resurrection. 
Her face is turned upwards and her figure is in the 
act of ascending ; the comparatively small wings 
attached to the shoulders are merely designed to 
suggest motion. The draperies trail below the 
feet, and are just about to leave the earth, with 
which her feet are still in contact. The motive 
of the design is strongly and happily apparent 
in the expression of the features and the attitude. 
The likeness is said to be excellent. When 
repeated in marble and thoroughly finished, as 
it should be, this example will be honourable 
to the sculptor. 

De Nevvitur’s picture of the ‘ Battle of Tel 
el Kebir’ has been sold to go to America. It is 
on view at the Fine-Art Society’s for a short time 
prior to its departure. Neither of the pictures 
of English subjects painted by this great painter 
is to remain in this country. ‘ Rorke’s Drift’ 
was purchased some time ago for the National 
Gallery of New South Wales. 

To-pay (Saturday) is appointed for the private 
view, at Messrs. Boussod, Valadon & Co.’s, of a 
series of pictures, drawings, and sketches styled 
‘Two Years Afloat,’ by Mr. W. A. Ingram. The 
public will be admitted on Monday next. 

Ar Messrs. Buck & Reid’s have been opened 





to the public a series of sketches made in 
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Holland by M. J. Lessore, which, apart from 
their own merit, have considerable interest for 
students, because they illustrate the rapid pro- 
gress of Frenchmen as painters in water colours. 

Tne Bristol Academy opened its doors this 
week for the winter exhibition of sketches. 
Some 600 sketches in oil, water colour, and 
black and white are hung. The collection is 
jargely representative of West of England work, 
but there is also exhibited a number of sketches 
from different parts of England. 

WE are informed that the students’ competi- 
tion works for medals will be open to public 
inspection at the Royal Academy on the 11th 
inst. only.

THE WEEK. 


Sr. James’s HALL.—Sacred Harmonic Society. London 
Symphony Concerts, 


As a matter of form rather than on 
account of its intrinsic importance, the first 
performance this season of the Sacred Har- 
monic Society may have a place among the 
principal events of the musical week. The 
term ‘‘ moderate ” is, perhaps, the fittest to 
apply to the rendering of ‘Judas Macca- 
beous’ yesterday (Friday) week. With the 
exception of the sopranos, who were de- 
cidedly thin and uncertain, the choralists 
were generally commendable, and Mr. 
Cummings was more successful than on 
some occasions last year in keeping his 
orchestra together. The best of the soloists 
were Mr. Lloyd and Mr. Watkin Mills, and 
next to them must be ranked Madame Farnol 
and Miss Mary Beare, but the lady last 
named somewhat marred her efforts by 
adopting an affected manner. Despite the 
rather hard quality of her voice, Miss Chester 
made a favourable impression by her ex- 
cellent declamation. The audience was by 
no means large. 

Whatever fault may be found with Mr. 
Henschel’s orchestral concerts, it cannot be 
said that the programmes are composed of 
trite and hackneyed material. We are of 
opinion that novelties should be mingled 
with standard works, as will be the case at 
the fifth concert next Wednesday, a scheme 
consisting almost wholly of music unfamiliar 
to the ear being exhausting and most diffi- 
cult to assimilate, even by connoisseurs. It 
may be acknowledged, however, that last 
Tuesday’s programme was well varied, and 
the novelties proved far more acceptable 
than Rubinstein’s symphony at the previous 
concert. The name of Hans Huber is not 
yet familiar to English musicians. Some 
‘Trio Phantasien’ from his pen were per- 
formed at one of Mr. Halle’s concerts last 
season, and favourably noticed in the Athe- 
naum (No. 3059). Huber is a native of 
Switzerland, and after studying at Leipzig 
has settled at Bile. As he was born in 
1852, he cannot be said to have arrived at 
full maturity, but he is already a voluminous 
composer, though his works are for the most 
part of unpretentious character. Apparently, 
however, he has original ideas with regard 
to form, if his Pianoforte Concerto in o, 
Op. 36, may be taken as a fair example. 
In place of an ordinary first movement it 
has an extended Zangsam, written in a free 
style, but sufficiently varied so as to give 
the effect of an allegro at times. Another 





Langsam, in A flat, follows, and suffers from 
insufficient contrast; but the third move- 
ment, sehr rasch, practically a scherzo, is 
very bright and fresh in spite of reminis- 
cences of Beethoven and Mendelssohn. The 


jinale is made up of ideas which occur in 


the previous movements, which under the 
circumstances is an advantage, as it supplies 
that which was previously wanting, namely, 
an impression of symmetry and consistency. 
As a whole Huber’s Pianoforte Concerto may 
be regarded as a superior example of 
Kapellmeister music, but it is impossible to 
give it higher praise. The solo part was 
admirably played by Miss Agnes Zimmer- 
mann, who was warmly applauded and re- 
called. Dr. Hubert Parry’s Symphonic 
Suite in A minor was performed for the 
first time in London. On its production at 
the recent Gloucester Festival we spoke of 
this work as the clearest in construction and 
most genial in manner of all the composer’s 
utterances as yet, and we may now add that 
it improves upon acquaintance. The second 
and third movements are charming, and 
though reminiscences of Schumann and 
Mendelssohn may appear, these are better 
than weak imitations of the complex and 
involved style of Brahms. Dr. Parry con- 
ducted his work, and had a hearty re- 
ception. Gade’s beautiful overture ‘ Nach- 
klange von Ossian’ and a selection from ‘ Die 
Meistersinger’ completed the orchestral 
selections; and Miss Lena Little gave an 
extremely expressive rendering of Berlioz’s 
effective réverte for contralto, ‘La Captive.’ 








RECENT MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS. 


Review of the New York Musical Season, 1885-6. 
By H. E. Krehbiel. (Novello, Ewer & Co.) 
—The reports which reach us from time to 
time concerning musical work in America in- 
dicate a vast amount of activity, at any rate in 
the principal towns, and a perusal of the present 
volume shows clearly enough that New York is 
in some respects in advance of London. This 
is particularly the case with regard to the lyric 
drama, notwithstanding that Italian opera is 
even more discredited, owing to faulty manage- 
ment, than it is with us. But German opera 
appears to be firmly established, and a spirited 
attempt to found an American company for per- 
formances of the highest class met with such 
success last season that its continuance is a 
matter of almost absolute certainty. Oratorio 
does not seem so popular as it is in England, 
but orchestral performances on the largest scale 
are certainly more numerous. The public gener- 
ally are evidently highly impressed with modern 
works, and a distinguished London musical critic, 
well known for his hostility to Wagner and the 
advanced school in general, recently gave his 
opinion, the result of personal observations, 
that the Americans are on a wrong track, music- 
ally speaking. This volume scarcely bears out 
such an inference, unless it be considered ad- 
visable to taboo the modern school altogether— 
a proposition not likely to meet with favour 
from any unprejuwdiced person. Mr. Krehbiel 
is the musical critic of the New York T'ribune, 
and his book consists almost entirely of cuttings 
from his contributions to that journal from 
August, 1885, to April of the present year. His 
writing is distinguished throughout by rare 
acumen, and, though his sympathies may lie in 
a modern direction, he speaks with enthusiasm 
of older masterpieces, and his criticism of 
Wagner’s works, though properly appreciative, 
is no less just and discriminating. English 
musicians cannot fail to regret that the new 
English school of composition has as yet made 
no way on the other side of the Atlantic.

The Voice, Musically and Medically Cop. 
sidered. By Armand Semple. (Baillidre Tin. 
dall & Cox. )—Here is yet another work on Voice 
culture and the physiology of the vocal organg 
being mainly a reprint of articles contributed t, 
the Musical Standard during the past three 
years. The author has no novel theories to 
offer, and his treatise may be regarded as a not 
very valuable example of the art of book-makin 
The first part consists of a full description of 
the various kinds of voice, methods of produc. 
tion, &c.; and the second treats of the anatomy 
of the throat and the diseases to which it js 
liable. It is difficult to perceive what use this 
portion of the work can be to ordinary persons 
as none but medical experts would venture to 
deal with such diseases as diphtheria, laryngitis 
&c. Advice of the usual character to singers 
follows, and the book concludes with a com. 
mendatory notice of the ammoniaphone, 

The Organ. By John W. Warman. (W. 
Reeves.)—The author tells us that this is the 
first of a series of ‘‘ Departments” intended to 
form a comprehensive treatise on the organ, 
Unless in the succeeding sections he adopts a 
more lucid style than in the present instalment, 
we fear he has but a slender chance of securing 
wide acceptance for his work, much less of sup. 
planting that of Hopkins and Rimbault. Ina 
literary sense Mr. Warman’s publication is a 
curiosity, the following quotation, taken at ran- 
dom, affording a fair idea of his method of 
stating a poins :—‘‘ Any Variation in the Com- 
pass or Bounding Notes of Manuals which are 
alike in the number of the Keys they con- 
tain will also affect the lateral Position of 
any Pedal-Clavier of given Range, for (as 
will directly be more fully seen) it is essen- 
tial that the Pedal board be always placed with 
a given one of its Keys brought perpendicu- 
larly beneath one certain Key of the Manual.” 
We have copied the author’s capitals and italics 
exactly. The main contention of his argument, 
extended to nearly 150 pages, appears to be that 
the c compass is not the best for organs, and 
that a reversion should be made to ¢ or F for the 
pedals. This would, it is needless to say, entail 
the rewriting of all the best organ music, and 
even if he had stated his case with the utmost 
clearness Mr. Warman’s theories would stand no 
chance of adoption. As it is the book can only 
be regarded as a contribution to a new budget of 
paradoxes. 

We have also received the New Method for the 
Viola d’ Amour, by Carli Zoeller (Lafleur & Son), 
containing some historical remarks on this dis- 
used viol and the usual matter to be found in an 
instruction book. 








Musical Gossip, 

A FEw lines will suffice to record the perform- 
ance of Sullivan’s ‘The Golden Legend’ at the 
Crystal Palace last Saturday. As might have 
been expected, there was an enormous audience, 
and the popular acceptance of the work is now 
placed beyond the shadow of a doubt. With 
one exception the performance was merely 4 
repetition of that at St. James’s Hall on the 
23rd ult., the Novello Oratorio Choir forming the 
chorus, the composer conducting, and three of 
the four soloists being the same, namely, 
Madame Albani, Madame Patey, and Mr. Lloyd. 
Mr. Watkin Mills took the part of Lucifer for 
the first time, and his powerful rich voice told 
very well in most of the music. The cantats 
was preceded by Beethoven’s overture ‘Die 
Weihe des Hauses.’ 


A very attractive programme was offered at 
the Popular Concert last Saturday, such master 
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a 
ieces as Mendelssohn’s Quintet in B flat, Op. 87, 
and Beethoven’s Sonata in F minor, Op. 57, being 
allied with a Piano Trio in F by Gade, Op. 42, 
‘ven for the first time. Though not, perhaps, 
more original than are the Danish composer's 
works generally, it is one of the most pleasing 
examples of chamber music which we owe to his 
en. Malle. Kleeberg was the pianist at this 
concert, and Miss Hope Glenn the vocalist. 


ScuuBERT’s Ottet, repeated by general desire, 
formed the central feature of Monday’s concert, 
and the audience was even larger than before. 
The performers were the same as on the previous 
occasion, With one exception, Signor Bottesini 
replacing Mr. Reynolds in the contrabass part. 
Schumann’s Variations in B flat for two pianos, 
Op. 46, were very neatly played by Miss 
Mathilde Wurm (a pupil, we believe, of Madame 
Schumann) and Miss Fanny Davies. Miss Louise 
Phillips and Madame Fassett introduced three 
unpretending, but charming duets by Mr. F. H. 
Gowen, from a set of six recently published. 


Mr. DANNREUTHER’S programme last Thurs- 
day week was one of the most interesting for 
some time, all the items except Beethoven's 
Trio in E flat, Op. 70, No. 2, being either actually 
new or at any rate unfamiliar. In the first cate- 
gory must be placed a Sonata in c for piano and 
violoncello, Op. 92, by Rheinberger, and a Par- 
tita in D minor for piano and violin, by Dr. 
Hubert Parry. The German composer’s reputa- 
tion in this country is not likely to be raised by 
his sonata. Not only is it far inferior to his 
Piano Quartet in E flat, Op. 38, but, putting aside 
comparisons, it must be considered very weak, 
the ideas being trite and the development poor. 
The title Partita, which Dr. Parry has given to 
his work, is suggestive of a composition de- 
signedly old-fashioned, and expectations are not 
in this instance unfulfilled. It is worthy of note 
that the composer, who commenced as a modern 
of the moderns, has of late extended his sym- 
pathies in a backward direction. We refer in 
another column to his orchestral suite written 
for the recent Gloucester Festival, and his par- 
tita exhibits more striking retrogression in point 
of style. The whole of the six movements are 
in D, major or minor, and the manner of the 
Bach period is generally maintained, the most 
noteworthy exception being that occasionally 
the piano part loses its independence to some 
extent, and becomes merely an accompaniment. 
The work as a whole is very clever and spirited, 
and it made a lively impression. Brahms’s Trio 
in E flat for piano, violin, and horn, Op. 40, and 
a Romance in F for horn, by Saint-Saéns, were 
likewise performed. 


Mr. Wittiam Nicuo1t, a promising young 
tenor vocalist, who has already been favourably 
mentioned in the Atheneum, gave the first of 
a series of four so-called vocal recitals at the 
Portman Rooms on Wednesday afternoon. The 
most important item in the programme was 
Schumann’s ‘ Spanisches Liederspiel,’ in which 
Miss Louise Phillips, Madame Fassett, and Mr. 
Bridson took part ; but Mr. Nicholl was heard 
togreater advantage in some songs by Mackenzie 
and Dvyordk. His voice is a pure tenor in 
quality, and he produces it well, but his enuncia- 
tion of the words is open to amendment. 


Moiz. Rostna Istpor, an operatic soprano 
who appeared with fair success at Her Majesty’s 
4 few years ago, gave a concert last Saturday 
evening at St. James’s Hall. The programme was 
wholly miscellaneous, and needs no criticism. 


Moire. Kizeserc’s second pianoforte recital 
on Wednesday afternoon at the Princes’ Hall 
Was very well attended, and the programme was 
attractive, though it contained no novelties. 
The principal works were Beethoven’s Sonata in 
Fminor, Op. 57, and Chopin’s Sonata in B minor, 
Op. 58, with smaller items by Bach, Handel, 
Bennett, Heller, Rubinstein, &c. 


we need not criticize the performances at the 
Steinway Hall during the past week. On Tues- 
day and Wednesday next the programmes will 
consist of modern works, including’ several 
novelties. 

At Mr. Halle’s concert at the Free Trade 
Hall, Manchester, on Thursday, the programme 
included Mozart’s Symphony in c, No. 34; the 
overtures to ‘Euryanthe’ and ‘Le Dieu et la 
Bayadére’ ; the ballet music from Saint-Saéns’s 
‘Henry VIII.’; and Molique’s Violoncello Con- 
certo, played by Signor Piatti. 

Mr. Greorce Risetey gave the fifth of his 
present series of concerts at the Colston Hall 
last Monday, when the chief items of the pro- 
gramme were Mendelssohn’s Overture to ‘ The 
Hebrides’; his Violin Concerto, played by Mr. 
T. Carrington; and Mr. E. Prout’s Symphony 
in D, No. 4, conducted by the composer. 

M. Satvayre’s new opera ‘ Egmont’ has been 
produced with much apparent success at the 
Paris Opéra Comique. The work was origin- 
ally composed for the Grand Opéra, but 
the death of the director, M. Vaucorbeil, and 
the acceptance by his successors of a work based 
on a similar subject, Sardou’s ‘ Patrie,’ neces- 
sitated the withdrawal of ‘Egmont.’ The book 
by M. Albert Wolff is said to be a skilful adapta- 
tion of Goethe’s tragedy, and the music is spoken 
of in high terms, particularly the last act. M. 
Salvayre’s ‘ Stabat Mater,’ performed at one of 
Madame Viard Louis’s concerts, is the only work 
of importance we have heard from his pen in 
London. 

Frau Perscuxa-Leutner, the well-known 
prima donna, will abandon the stage at the end 
of the present season, and devote herself entirely 
to teaching. 

DrcEMBER 18TH is to be observed at Eutin as 
the centenary of the birth of Weber. A writer 
in the Reichsbote who has examined the parish 
registers of the church finds that Karl Maria 
von Weber was baptized on November 20th, 
1786—just a month before his reputed birthday ! 
The dies bapt. alone is entered, with no reference 
to the future composer’s birth. 

Tue Chevalier van Elewyck, of Louvain, has 
just perfected, after thirty-eight years of labour, 
a machine for recording all music extemporized 
upon the piano. His invention is worked by 
mears of electricity, and he has been assisted in 
the mechanical details by M. Kermis, an engineer 
of Brussels. 

Cart GoLpMaRK’s new opera ‘ Merlin’ was 
produced at the Vienna Opera on the 19th ult. 
with great success.

TooLe’s.—‘ The Butler,’ a Domestic Comedy in Three Acts: 


By Mr. and Mrs. Herman Merivale. 
STRAND.—Morning Performance: ‘A Brave Coward,’ a 


Play in Three Acts, By J. 8. Blythe. 

In the case of pieces written to suit the 
individuality of a special actor the laws of 
strict criticism have ordinarily to be relaxed. 
So long as the higher canons of art are not 
outraged and the purpose of the piece is 
answered the verdict is generally indulgent. 
From this standpoint ‘The Butler’ of Mr. 
and Mrs. Herman Merivale wins acceptance. 
It is domestic comedy leavened with farce, 
runs on very familiar lines, answers admir- 
ably a portion of its purpose, and only ceases 
to be amusing when, in response apparently 
to some doubts as to the adequacy of a 
situation or an act, business wholly uncon- 
nected with the action is introduced. Act 
I., which shows a bourgeois family domi- 
neered by a butler who, on the strength of 
long service, has come to regard himself as 


a sense the arbiter of its destinies, is brisk. A 
second act, displaying the pairing off of 
young lovers, who mate according to their 
sympathies and with complete disregard of 
parental inclination, is fairly amusing and 
sympathetic. For a third act there is 
scarcely room, and one is extracted from the 
humours of a deaf fly-man and a game of 
general hide-and-seek, the significance of 
which close attention fails to detect. As, 
however, the characters have some novelty 
and are generally well played, the whole 
obtains a welcome. Mr. Toole is especially 
well fitted, and his performance of the 
Butler is one of the most genuine pieces 
of comedy he has displayed. A Miss Violet 
Vanbrugh, upon whom, whether she is a 
descendant of the architect and dramatist or 
of less illustrious parentage, it isto be hoped 
the earth will not for very many years ‘lie 
heavy,” made a favourable impression. With 
her gifts of grace, distinction, and aplomb 
she should very shortly render real service 
to the stage. Mr. Billington, Mr. Ward, 
Miss Kate Phillips, Miss Marie Linden, 
Miss Thorne, Mr. Shelton, and Mr. Lowne 
were all more or less well fitted. 

Not altogether new is the subject of the 
comedy on which, with perverse ingenuit;, 
Mr. Blythe has bestowed the title of ‘A 
Brave Coward.’ Its leading idea, that of a 
man whom a shock has deprived of intellect 
recovering his reason on receiving a second 
shock similar in nature to the first, forms 
the basis of a play in which the late William 
Farren was seen to advantage. A notion 
that is practically forgotten is almost as 
good as one that is new, and this theory, 
into the psychological value of which it is 
needless to inquire, renders Mr. Blythe 
great service. Acted as the piece was by 
Miss Alma Murray as the heroine and by 
Mr. Giddens as the man on whom the above- 
mentioned experiment is tried, it stirred 
veritable enthusiasm. Mr. Blythe has 
worked in an inexperienced fashion. The 
incidents are melodramatic, and the comic 
characters are of the true transpontine race. 
Owing, nevertheless, to the interest stirred 
by the scene in which the heroine seeks to 
revive the memories of one whose mind is 
almost a blank, and yet who alone can prove 
the legitimacy of her son, the result is a 
success. ‘To this result, however, the two 
actors named contributed by a performance 
that could not easily be surpassed. ‘A 
Brave Coward’ has a chance in the regular 
bills of a theatre. If it takes its place 
there, it will be, it is to be hoped, under a 
different title.
